‘dent McKinley left Georgia soil tonight af- 
ter one of the pleasantest trips of his life. 
His southern tour, which was given such 
magnificent inaugural at Atlanta, has been 
not only uniformly pleasant, but uniformly 
euccessful, and, as he said tonight: 

“T have enjoyed every minute of my time 
in the south.” 

He returns to Washington confident that 
his trip will result in a more thorough, in- 
‘deed, @ perfect, 
| the north and south; that the north has a 
better understanding of the race problem 
ever present in the south, and that the peo- 

ple of the south havea better realization of 
the fact that all sectional Mnes have been 
ee eliminated; and he feels that having con- 
tributed to this end, he, the presfdent, has 
‘good cause for self congratulation.

President Arrives in Macon. 
The party reached Macon promptly on 


time and were received by the largest 


crowd which has gathered in Macon since 
the last visit of Jefferson Davis to the city. 

At the station was a reception commit- 
tee consisting of a number of the most 
prominent citizens of the town, including 
United States Judge Emory Speer, Major 


J. F. Hanson, who js spoken of as a suc- 
cessor to Secretary of the Interior Bliss; 


United States Senator A. O. Bacon and 
Representative Charles L. Bartlett, of this 
congressional district. 

Drawn up in line in front of the station 
was the Bibb county camp of the Confed- 
erate Survivors’ Association, 400 strong, 
headed by Commander C. M. Wiley. As 
the president reached the old confederates 
he was halted by Colonel Wiley, who ad- 
dressed him as follows: ° 


Mr. President—As commander of the 

Bibb County Veterans’ Association and 
Bibb county camp, No. 484, we extend to 
you and your party a most generous, 
hearty and sincere welcome to our be- 
loved city. You; sir, have endeared 
yourself to the heart of all confederate 
soldiers on account of the nobdle senti- 
ments expressed by you in regard to 
our confederate dead. I assure you that 
these old maimed and infirm veterans, 
who have met here to do you honor to- 
day. appreciate such words of love and 
kindness, and uttered, too, by the presi- 
dent of this country and by one who 
was a member of the union army in the 
sixties. [ hope and pray, Mr. President, 
that God in His infinite mercy may so 
direct the future legislation of this 
country that the living confederates 
will be remembered. This country and 
the stars and stripes belong as much to 
the Confederate Veterans as it does to 
the Grand Army.of the Republic. The 
south proved her loyalty to this grand 
old country when war was declared 
with Spain, now henceforth and for- 
ever she will be found ready to take up

Philippines Declare Nothing Less Than ; 


Complete Self-Government Will Do. 


PAPERS ARE OUTSPOKEN 


President of Assembly Prefers Auton- 
omy Under Spain Again. 


URACES OF CIVILIZATION ARE SCARCE 


Treatment of Prisoners Would Indi- 
cate That Insurgents Are Not 
Able To Govern Themselves. 


Manila, November 12, via San Francisco, 
December 18.—All sorts of rumors are cur- 
rent here as to what the Philippine republic 
is doing with reference to the settlement of 
the Philippine question, but the Fiiipino 
newspapers insist that nothing but absolute 
independence will be accepted by the na- 
tives. 

Senor Paterno, president of the Philippine 
assembly, is said to have cavled a long mes- 
sage to Madrid a few days ago to the e#ect 
that if Spain would guarantee autonomy 
and other reform measures, the whole coun- 
try would support Spanish rule in prefer- 
ence to any other form of foreign jnterven- 
tion. 

The claims so strenuously made by the 
natives that they are a highly civilized 
race is not borne out by the facts, accord- 
ing to Spanish refugees from the north, 
who have just reached here, They say that 
after the surrender of the town cf Aparri 
the insurgents formed a parade, the cen- 
tral feature of which was a Spanisn licu- 
tenant, who was carried along the streets 
suspended from a bamboo pole, to which 
his ‘hands and feet were tied just as hogs 
are carried here by cooiies. On gel cahgape at 
the plaza the procession halted, the ple 
was placed upon two forked stilske and a 
squad of rebels proceeded to terrorize their 
helpless victim by shooting so ¢lose to his 
head ag was possible without weurding 
him. When the unfortunace ingen was un- 
conscious with terror the procession incved 
on again. 

Another story is told of a Spanish officer 
being confined in a cell with his hands tied 
behind his back and compelled to eat the 
portions of food allotted him from the floor 
of his cell like a dog. Not satisfied with 
this, his captors are sald to have nooked a 
rope to his swollen wrists and through a 
pulley overhead hauled him off his fect 
until he fainted. 

Still another refugee -tates thtt hecause 
he threw some papers which he did not 
wish the rebels to have into 4 cesspool, the 
natives dropped him into -he ho'e ard com- 
pelled him to recoves the papers,after which 
he was paraded through the strects for 
hours. 

The Spanish priests who were captured 
fared somewhat better, according to all re- 
ports, for the rebels organiz>d them into 
an extempore brass band to ‘head ‘their 
procession and by dint of kicks and blows 
compelled their captives to produce plaints 
of discord which highly amused the na- 
tives. 

The natives indignantly deny these alle- 
gations and their newspapers retaliate by 

printing horrible stories of atrocities prac- 
ticed by the Spaniards Lefore the surrender 
of Manila, one of them even publishing the 
affidavits of victims.

Following Delegate Duncan’s statement 
the convention adopted unanimously a re- 
port submitted by the cummittee on eight- 
hour work day, pledging to the granite cut- 
ters in their coming struggle the mora] and 
material support of all affiliated organiza- 
tions of the American Federation of La- 
bor. 

The socialist delegates were again sat 
down upon today. They urged the federa- 
tion to send delegates to an international 
trades union congress to be held in Paris 
in 1900. 

A delegate asked of Messrs. Thorne and 
Inskip, the fraterna] delegates here from 
the British trades congress, their oninion 
of the proposed congress. The Englishmen 
both expressed the opinion that it would be 
composed chiefly of socialists and advised 
the federation to have nothing to do with 
it.

SEVERAL PERSONS ARE INJURED 


Crossed Wires in a Big Show Window 
Cause the Conflagration. 


MANY WOMEN JUMP FROM WINDOWS 


Number of Firemen Are Hurt by Fall- 
ing Walls and -Several Deaths 
May Result. 


Terre Haute, Ind., December 19.—The 
worst fire in the history of Terre Haute 
took place tonight, causing a loss of nearly 
$2,000,000. The blaze st¢rted in the big show 
windows of the Havens &Geddes' Company, 
wholesale and retail dealers in dry goods 
and notions. 

The cause is not definitely known,. but 
it is supposed that a live electric wire set 
fire to the cotton with which the window 
was decorated, and before the blaze could 
be extinguished, spread to the decorations 
of evergreens in the store, and the building 
was wrapped in flames in an incredibly 
short space of time. 

The following firms are the losers: 

Havens & Geddes, $500,000; Breinig & Mt)- 
ler, furniture, $25,000; Pixley & Co., $100,000; 
Terre Haute Shoe Company, whelesale, 
$150,000; Albrecht & Co., retail dry goods, 
$750,000; United States Banking Company, 
$80,000; Thorman & Schloss, clothiers, $50,000. 
The Havens & Geddes loss is $400,000 on 
stock and $100,000 on building; insurance 

about two-thirds. 

The fire started at 5:30 o’clock, when half 
of the employees in the establishment were 
at their homes for supper. There is a 
force of 300 or more in the retail depart- 
ment of the establishment, and had the 
entire force been present the loss of life 
would have been frightful. 

As it is, Kate Maloney, a clerk in the 
notion department, is lying at the point of 
death. She sprang from a window in the 
sccond story and sustained injuries from 
which she will probably die. 

Miss Luella Ferguson, in the same de- 
partment, jumped just before Miss Ma- 
loney did, but was caught by some men 
who were watching for her. She is inter- 
nally injured, but will recover. 

Louis Kramer, the trimmer, who was fn 
the show window when the fire started, is 
frightfully burned about the head and 
arms. When rescued from the burning 
building he was insane from pain and beg- 
ged to be killed. Firemen Osterloo, Walsh 
and Shay were badly injured ty the falling 
of the floor in the Albrecht building and 
are now in the city nospital, 

The fire department worked admirably 
and there were many narrow. escapes 
among the men. Several of the firemen are 
in a precarious condition from burns and 
the etfects of the stifling smoke, but it is 
thought tonight all will recover. 

At ll o’clock the fire was still burning 
fiercely in the rear of the United States 
Banking Company, but the firemen had the 
fire under control, 

A’ heroic act on the part of a man named 
Peters, traveling salesman from Chicago, 
called for cheers from the crowd watching 
the flames. 

When the fire first started Peters was 
standing in the crowd and saw the Muloney 
and Ferguson girls appear at the second 
story windows. The girls were panie 
stricken and were in momentary danger 
of going down with the floors. Peters 
sprang through the door, with his coat over 
his head, and dashing througih the flames 
and smoke, reached the window at which

Her 
hair was colffuredin the prevailing fashion, 
with two small curls dangling beneath the 
knot. She smiled plieasantiy at her counsel, 
Mr. Hill, and shook hands with him. Her 
demeanor was entirely modest, She @:d not 
look at the prospective jurymen. Her hyp- 
notic efforts were not at all in evidence. 

Had a Smile on Her Face. 

The pretty young woman who is to un- 
dergo a trial such as no woman like her 
ever endured before, entered the room with 
a smile on her face, her eyes dancing and a 
step light and graceful as a gazelle’s. The 
fact that her husband had been convicted 
of the heinous crime for which she, too, 
was to be judged by a court and jury, had 
no visible effect upon her. She is defended 
by Mr. Levy and Benjamin Hill,-of Georgia, 
who has been here ever since the beginning

Washington, December 19.—The senate 


had a busy day, and there were several 
speeches. Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, spoke

clared that the 
power to acquire territory. 

“T shall maintain,” said Mr. Platt, “that 
the United States ‘has shown a great ca- 
pacity for government in all trying times 
and under many trying conditions, and 
that it is capable to meet any emergency 
likely to arise. I propose to confine, my- 
self to the question of the right or power 
denied by the resolution. I ‘shall contend 
that the United States is a natton and that 
as such it possesses every sovereign pow- 
er not reserved by the consfitution to the 
people themselves; that the right to ac- 
quire territory was not reserved and that, 
therefore that right is an inherent right— 
a sovereign right, a right to which there 
4s no limitation. I shall show, also, that 
in certain instances this inherent sover- 
eign right is to be inferred from specific 
clauses of the constitution itself.” 

Mr. Platt then launched into a con- 
stitutional argument, quoting extensively 
from authorities treating of the question. 
In maintenance of his position of the right 
of the United States to acquire foreign 
territory, he guoted frem the opinion of 
Justice Gray in the Chinese exclusion case. 
He Geclared that in the discussion of the 
annexation of the Hawaiian islands, tho 
entire question of this government's right 
to acquire foreign territory was consider- 
ed thoroughly and that the senate. had 
settled it satisfactorily and rightly... 

“We did not annex the Hawaiian islands 
as a state,” said Mr. Piatt, “or with any 
declaration that the territory should be- 
come a state. We took it by cession. Our 
title to the territory is perfect and com- 
plete and constitutional.” 

Mr. Platt maintained that our right to 
Florida did not rest alone upon the quit 
claim from Spain, but upon a Geeper and 
broader right. Hie held that the United 
States “have the’ right to acquire terri- 
tory in all ways that are conceded to 
other sovereign nations of the world.’’ 

May Want Land in Africa. 

Further along Mr. Platt suggested that 
it might become necessary in the in- 
terest of commerce or some other interest 
for the United States to acquire terri- 
tory in Africa. 

“Shall we be bound by the constitution 
to organize a state from such acquired 
territory and to admit its inhabitants to 
citizenship? Suppose that the senator from 
Alabama (Morgan) secures the passage of 
his bill fer the construction of the Nica- 
raguan canal—and I pray he may—and sup- 
pose in this connection it should be deemed 
necessary for the United States to acquire 
a strip of land along the route of the canal 
of 2.300,000 acres—I think that is the amount 
suggested—can we not take it? If we take 
it what clause of the constitution directly 
or impliedly says we must organize a staie 
of the acquired territory or confer citizen- 
ship upon the people who inhabit ae he 

Referring to Mr. Vest’s reliance upon

decision as a basis of constitutional action 
on the part of the United States. 

Continuing, Mr. Platt contended that the 
doctrine he was presenting was not new, 
but it was the doctrine of the fathers, and 
he quoted Governor Morris as advancing 
the theory that acquired territory might be 
governed as a province, but not as a 
state.’ The remarks applied to the possibil- 
ity of the acquirement of Louisiana and 
Canada. 

In response to a question from Mr. Allen, 
Mr. Platt said he did not think there was 
any limitation in the power of the United 
States to acquire territory. 

“As complete as the power of Russia, 
for instance, in such matters?” asked Mr. 
Allen, 

Nationality Has the Right. 

“Yes, the right to acquire territory is an 
element of nationality. And I do not be- 
lieve that there is any obligation to give 
to the people of acquired territory the 
right of self-government until such time 
as they are fit to exercise that right. If 
we believe the people of a country acquired 
are not fitted for the government of them- 
selves it is our duty to fix the most liberal 
ecvernment they are capable of accepting 
and to educate them up as best we may 
to the point where they will be capable of 
seif-government. The constitution does not 
confer the right of suffrage.’ 

Mr. Platt said he could not agree with 
those who contended that the acquirement 
of such territory as that embraced in Porto 
Rico and the. Philippines is a menace .to 
the existence of our republic. This 
mistake, he said, arises from the fact that 
Mr. Vest and others who agree with him 
assume that the constitution guarantees 
the right of suffrage and. the-right-of a 
citizen living im a certain territory to have 
it admitted as a state. This assumption 
was without foundation, as there was no 
such guarantee in the fundamental law. 
True, the fifteenth amendment prohibits 
the abridgement of the right of suffrage 
for reasons specified, but that did not 
amount to prescribing the right to vote. 

Mr. Hoar asked Mr. Platt whether he de- 
nied the doctrine that governments derive 
their Just powers from the consent of the 
governor. 

Mr, Platt replied that the consent of all 
those governed was not always neces- 
sary. He referred to the fact that there 
was suffrage in the District of Columbia 
and called attention to the fact that citi- 
zens Of Massachusetts who could not read 
and write were prohibited from _ voting. 
Yet these people in Massachusetts were 
governed most effectively. 

Replying, Mr. Hoar defended the-educa- 
tional] system of Massachusetts. Return- 
Ing to the question of expansion he asked 
whether Mr. Platt meant to seriously as- 
Sert the claim that the state provisions 
regarding suffrage could not be so con- 
strued as to justify the violation of the 
principle involved as it applied to the ten 
million of people in the Philippines. 

Replying, Mr. Platt said he did not 
mean to deny the principles of the declara- 
tion of independence and he added that he 
wished the Massachusetts senator could 
be as liberal with reference to that docu- 
ment as some others. There were, how- 
ever, many qualifications for voting. For 
instance when he first became a voter he 
had to pay $134 for real estate im: order to 
receive the privilege of votittg.’*****:~ 

In con¢glusion Mr. Platt said.he could not 
undersiand the sentiments or motives of 
tnose who wished to circumse@pibe. the.pow- 

érs of the nation. 

Why, he asked, should we $elittle those 
powers or strive by subtlety and sophistry 
to hamper the progress and growth ofthe 
country. Rather than pursue.this course 
why should senators not wishythe nation 
godspeed in its mission of extending our 
free institutions as far as possible? 

Won’t Fail Toward People. 

As for himself, he knew our people to 
be a liberty-loving and a right-doing peo- 
ple, and he had no misgivings that any ad- 
ministration of the United States would fail 
in its duty toward the people of any ac- 
quired territory. He had faith in the gov- 
ernment and faith in its future, and had no 
disposition to condescend to carping criti- 
cism or craven fear. 

Mr. Hale, from the conference committee 
on the urgent deficiency appropriation bill, 
presented the conference report on the bill, 
and it was agreed to. | 

Mr. Proctor, of Vermont, and Mr. Hale, 
of Maine, exchanged divergent views upon 
the subject of a commission of senators to 
visit Cuba and report upon the conditions 
existing there. Mr. Proctor thought such 
a commission was necessary, While Mr. 
Hale said he thought it would be in ex- 
tremely bad taste, and useless. 

The question was‘not decided, 

The Nicaragua canal bill was up during 
the last part of the day, and Senators 
Berry, Allen, Hoar, Caffery and Morgan 
discussed the measure. Mr. Berry explained 
the provisions of his amendments, fhe first 
would eliminate the provision in the original 
bill for the issuance of the bonds, and this 
he considered a most essential desiderata. 
The second amendment closed the maritime 
company out entirely as a stockholder in 
the canal enterprise, leaving the United 
States, Nicaragua and Costa Rica as the 
only stockholders, and leaving the majority 
of the stock in the name of this govern- 
ment. -Another amendment prvuhibited the 
appointment of any one interested in the 
present maritime company from acting as a 
director under the government management 
of the enterprise. 

Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, followed Mr. 
Berry. He was not opposed to the canal 
scheme, he said, because he antagonized 
certain features of the bill. One of its most 
pernicious features would be eliminated by 
the adoption of the Berry amendment; 
namely, the bond feature. He was opposed 
to the provision for the adjustment of the 
ciaims of the maritime cana! company, He 
wanted the government protected from all 
loss and all possible fraud and peculation 
by that company. 

Mr. Caffery, of Louisiana, at the request 
of Mr. Turpie, who was unavoidably ab- 
sent, renewed the latter’s motion to post- 
pone the consideration of tiie Dill until 
January 10th. ; 

Mr. Hoar said he thought the canal should 
be built, and at once. The canal, he in- 
sisted, should be build by the government. 

Mr. Morgan scouted the idea of  post- 
poning the consideration of the bill until 
England's consent was obtained. If Eng- 
land has said we could not build without 
her consent, the canal would have been 
built five years ago. 

At 5:15 o’clock the senate went into execu- 
tive session. At 5:35 o’clock p. m. the sen- 
ate adjourned.

President Addresses Crowd. 
After the review a great crowd gathered 
about the stand, though a Steady soaking 
rain was falling, 
Judge Emory Speer introduced the presi- 
dent, who spoke as follows: 


It gives me very great pleasur 
meet and greet tne citizens of ene cite 
of Macon, with many of whom 1 have 
been associaiéd in public lite. It has 
Siven Me pieasure to witness the review 
Of the sSoidiers of the United States. 
How mucn, indeed, has this nation to 
be thankful for at this hour. With what 
reverend gratitude we should express 
our thankfulness to a divine providence 
who has so tenderly cared for the Amer- 
ican people. We have been at war with 
a foreign power, That was ended after 
113 days of conilict, a conflict on two 
oceans, a conflict in the West and East 
Indies, 12,000 miles apart with 650,000 of 
our soldiers on distant shores and 20,000 
sailors and marines afioat, with a loss 
in army and navy of less than two 
thousand, and without the loss of ship 
or Sailor or soldier or flag by capture. 
Never was there a more magnificent 
army mustered and never was an army 
mustered for a holier cause or under a 
more glorious flag than the stars and 
Stripes. (Cheers and great applause.) 

On the 24th day of this month, the day 
Lefore Christmas, our peace commission- 
ers will deliver to the president of the 
United States a treaty of peace, peace 
with honor, peace with the blessings 
of liberty to struggling peuples east and 
west. I congratulate my country upon 
another fact. We have not only = tri- 
umphed over our enemy, but we have 
triumphed over our own prejudices and 
are now a united country. (Prolonged 
cheers and applause.) It has done my 
heart good to witness the demonstra- 
tions of patriotism from one end of this 
country to the other. : 

Six weeks ago I went to the extreme 
west. I met the wave of patriotism 
there. I come to the south and I wit- 
ness the same spirit of loyalty and devo- 
tion to a common country with a com- 
mon faith under a common flag. (Ap- 
plause.) ‘ 

I know this great audience wants to 
see the heroes of the war. (Applause.) 
They are here with you—Shafter and 
Wheeler and Lawton and Bates and 
others who were conspicuous in the re- 
cent conflict (cheers), and I give way 
that you may have the pleasure of 
meeting them and other distinguished 
gentlemen who are in my company as I 
journey through the south, (Great ap- 
plause.) 


The ‘president’s remarks were frequently 
interrupted by cheers. Then there were 
loud calls for Gneral Wheeler, “little old 
fighting Joe,” as he was affectionately 
called, He responded as follows: 


It is impossible for me to find words to 
express my appreciation of the honor 
and pleasure accorded to me by the in- 
vitation of his excellency, the president, 
to visit with him and his cahinet the 
city of Macon. I am glad for your citi- 
zens that the president has come among 
you and looked at you face to face. [ 
am glad that he has come among you 
to learn for himself the spirit of our 
people and the wonderful resources of 
our land, which will eventually make 
us the richest and most prosperous coun- 
try upon the face of the earth. I am 
glad he brought with him his cabinet, 
among them the secretary of war and 
the secretary of the navy, his special ad- 
visers during this conflict, when he, as 
the commander-in-chief of the army and 
navy, conducted for the first time in 
fifty years a war against a foreign foe. 
I am glad he brought with him the dis- 
tinguished gentlemen—General Shafter, 
who commanded the American forces in 
their successful and great campaign in 
Cuba. (Great applause); that superb sol- 
dier, General Lawton (loud applause), 
who commanded the forces at the battle 
of El Caney. (Applause.) I am glad they 
have all come and I am more than glad 
to see the demonstrations which the 
president has witnessed during all of his 
tour. I would love, as you know I woluld. 
to talk to you, to talk to all_of my old 
friends, to talk with those with whom I 
stood side by side. But I must give way 
and biG you adieu, and thank you for

‘Party Reaches Augusta. 

The demonstration in Augusta was a fit- 
ting climax to one of the most remarkable 
presidential tours ever undertaken. 

Had the president traveled through the 
states that gave him his greatest majori- 
ties, the ovations that would greet him 
could not have been more sincere and 
heartfelt, and if they would have gur- 
passed the Guinan, in size and vol- 
ume, the fact woul be due alone to the 
greater density of populatioy of the north- 
ern states. 

The trip from Macon to Augusta was 
without special incident, the only stop be- 
ing at Milledgeville. 
college, 
and. the girls of the State Normal and 
Industrial institute were gathered at the 
depot to greet the party. A company of 
artillery from the college fired a presiden- 
tial salute, 

The day opened with rain at Macon, but 
the train passed out of the drizzle after a 
while and though the clouds hung low all 
along the route, the sun’s rays struggled 
through them with a determination of giv- 
ing the president and his party a glimpse of 
the sunny south. 

At Wheeler’s station, four miles from 
Augusta, the party left the train and en- 
tered carriages that were waiting them.

In passing down Broad street the pro- 
cession halted for a few minutes before the 
residence of ex-United States Senator 
Patrick Walsh, mayor of the city, who is 
confined to bed on account of illness.

Walsh presented to Mrs. McKinley, with 
the mayor’s compliments, a magnificent 
bunch of La France roses, and expressed 
te the president Mr. Walsh’s regrets that 
he was not able to participate in the recep- 
tion. The president sent a message of 
sympathy to the mayor, whose'illness, he 
said, marred the otherwise perfect pleasure 
of his visit. 

In the heart of the city a reviewing stand 
had been erected, and from this the presi- 
dent and his party reviewed the cavalry, 
the review of the First division of infantry 
having taken place at noon’ by General 
Young. 

The crowd that gathered was the largest 
throng of the whole tour, and the demon- 
stration excelled that given the president 
in any other place. General Wheeler was 
the hero, Augusta being his birth place,

The president was formally welcomed by 
ex-Congressman J. C, C. Black, who paid 
beautiful tribute to the spotless purity of 
his private life, his exalted administration 
and his broad Americanism, but did not 
forget her who in private life gladdened 
this home, filled his heart with love, light- 
ened his burdens and fcstered his laudable 
ambition. 


The president said: 

“Mr. Chairman, My Fellow Citizens: I 
have been received by many people and in 
many places, west and north, and south 
and east, but nowhere have I had a we!l- 
come that has given me greater pleasure 
than you extend to me here today. i wish 
it was in my power to make suitable re- 
sporse to the gracious and eloquent words 
of him whom you have chosen to speak in 
your behalf, my old friend whom I met 
for the first time in the congress of the 
United States. It is indeed an ‘honor to me, 
and one that shall never be forgotten, to 
stand in the place associatel with the 
names of Washington and Lafayctte and 
Clay and Webster. It is also a pleasure 
to me to be’in the city where the gallant 
cavalry officer, Genegal Joe Wheeler, was 
born. (Applause.) It is a pleasure for me 
to meet in this welcome these veterans of 
the gray, these ex-confederate' soldiers, 
(applause) and to feel that in common with 
the veterans of the blue and all their 
fellow citizens they are in heart touch with 
the aims and purposes of. this great re- 
public. (Applause.) What a wonderful 
country we have! With what pride the 
contemplation of its history fills us all}! 
Wthen Washington was here we had little 
over 3,000,000 of pedédple; we have 75,000,000 
today. We have added vastly to our ter- 
ritory.

SHORT SsTOP AT COLUMBIA 


President Says a Few Words to Gath- 
ering of Carolinians. 
Columbia, 8. C., December 19.—The pres- 
idential train arrived at Columbia, where 
the first secession convention was held, at 
10:10 p. m., and for three-quarters of an 
hour remained there. A considerable 
crowd was at the Blandin street station. 
General Cole and stam, Mayor Lipscomb 
and city council, Colonel Abbott and other 
officers from Camp Fornance were present, 
and were presented to the president and 
those accompanying him. The Second Ten- 
nessee band was present, and as the train 
rolled in played an inspiring air. The pro- 
longed calls of the people called forth the 
president, who was introduced by Mayor 

Lipscomb. 

The president said that this stop was not 
a part of his itinerary, but it was an agree- 
able, though unexpected pleasure. He was 
glad to meet the citizens and glad to meet 
the soldiers encamped here. He then spoke 
briefly of the greatness of the American 
government and of the constitution and 
said in closing that this was a common 
country, as evidenced at the opening of the 
recent war, when north and south, east 
and west rivaled each other in their efforts 
to prove their patriotism. His closing sen- 
tence, ‘‘Let us here solemnly dedicate 


ourselves to this great structural govern- 


ment,’’ was succeeded by deafening cheers, 
and he retired, after introducing General 
Shafter. He merely thanked the people 
for their attention, and said he was giad 


to meet represeatatjve South Carolinians. 

When General Joe Wheeler was intro- 
duced there was a greater demonstration 
than had yet been displayed. The Ihttle 
fighter said that he was no stranger in 
South Carolina and always felt at home 
with South Carolinians. He was born on 
the banks of the beautiful stream which 
separated South Carolina and . Georgia. 
From his earliest youth he had been taught 
to reverence and to admire and to apptaud 
our great Marion, to reverence our. Pal- 
metto regiment which won such renown 
before the walls of the City of México; to 
reverence our great Calhoun. He was glad 
of the occasion to speak to the people of 
Columbia. 

The other speakers were Secretary Gage, 
who referred to the need of a good treas- 
ury; Postmaster General Smith, who refer- 
red in fine style to the new loyalty and pa- 
triotism, and Secretary Alger, who referred 
to the many evidences that this was one 
country, with a common cause.

NEW YORK BANKERS DISCUSS 
PROPOSED LOAN. 


The Czar’s Bonds Are Not Very Great 
Favorites in the United 
States. , 


New York, December 19.—Information con- 
cerning the Russian government lcan sought 
to be placed in this country, was given out 
today by J. & W. Seligman & C0. 
firm’s London representatives cabled to the 
New York house, asking whether or not 
they could place $10,000,000 4 per cent, three- 
year Russian railway bonds, guaranteed by 
the Russian government. The matter was 
considered and decided in the 
Isaac N. Seligman said today: 

‘Russian government 4 per cent bonds are 
selling in this market at between 12 and 
1064. The bonds of the Russian government 
are generally taken in this country mM cx- 
change for concessions by that government. 
For instance, the life insurance companies 
of this city probably own $0,000,Q00 LO $7,000, - 
000, which they have purchased from tiie 
Russian government and hold in pursuance 
to a contract with the Russian government 
permitting them to tr@nsact in life insupance 
business in Russia. S 

“We made a carefill inquiry among bank- 
ers in this city and although we found 
some bankers prepared to take an interest 
in the proposed.loan, at the same time we 
did not find sufficient interest taken by oth 
ers and so dropped the business. We do not 
think that the present moment is opportune 
for selling Russian bonds in this eountry. 
If the favorable balance of trade continues, 
however, it is not improbable that within 
a year or two, these bonds can be placed 
advantageously fn our market.

DEFEAT OF BILL TO INCORPORATE 
INTERNATIONAL BANK. 


Has Been Before Three Congresses. 
Judge Maddox Led the Fight | 
Against It. 


Washington, December 19.—(Special.)— 
Last Friday the democrats gained the first 
substantial victory which they have se- 
cured in four years. The bill to incorpo- 
rate the International bank was taken up 
Thursday and discussed for two days and 


on Friday at 4 o’clock a yote was taken 
which defeated the bill by a majority of 
about forty. 

This bill has been before several ccn- 
gresses. It was introduced to this congress 
at the last session with a unanimous com- 
mittee report except two democrats, Rep- 
resentatives Maddox, of Georgia, and Cox, 
of Tennessee, dissenting. Judge Maddox 
filed the minority report. The republicans 
called it up just before the adjournment 
last session. Mr. Maddox filibustered 
against the bill and compelled its with- 
drawal. When the bill was called up Thurs- 
day Judge Maddox was the leader of the 
fight against it. The fight was red hot from 
start to finish, and when it was brought to 
a vote the democrats gained their first vic- 
tory. 

Mr. Maddox was congratulated extensive- 
ly on his great success and was commended 
for the good tact and judgment displayed 
by him as a leader. Mr. Bartlett made a 
strong. speech on the unconstitutionality cf 
the measure, and Mr. Maddox closed the 
discussion for the democrats, plainly show- 
ing the iniquity of the measure in so plain 
and forcible a manner as to have much 
weight in the deciding vote. 

Representative Lewis was among the call- 
ers at the postoffice department this morn- 
ing. He succeeded in having the postoffice 
of Coley changed to its original historical 
name—‘‘Longstreet.’’ This changing of the 
name of the postoffice will undoubtedly re- 
sult in the resuming by the town of the 
old name, Longstreet, he having in fact 
been so assured by the officials of the rail- 
road on which the town is situated. Mr.

It Is Reported That the General Is

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Macon, Ga., December 19.—Major General 
James H. Wilson, commanding First army 
corps, headquarters at Macon, will probably 
resign his commission in the next few days 
and return to private life. Tihis statement 
comes from an inside source. 

The reason assigned for General Wilson’s 
resignation is that he was expecting the 
appointment of military governor of Cuba, 
to which position General Brooke was ap- 
pointed.

BAILEY IS AFTER JOE WHEELER. 


Texan Raises Question in the House 
as to General Eligibility. 
Washington, December 19.—This was sus- 
pension day in the house, and several bills 
were passed, the most important of which 
was the bill appropriating $350,000 for the 
Philadelphia exposition of 1899. The vote 
was exceedingly close. It had but two 

more than the necessary two-thirds. 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, introduced a resolu- 
tion in open house directing the judiciary 
committee to investigate and report on the 
question as to whether the members of the 
house who accepted commissions in the 
army had forfeited their seats in the house. 
Mr. Bailey said the resolution was privil- 


eged, and added: 

“Last Friday my attention was called to 
the fact that the journal of the first day's 
proceedings shows that two members of 
the house, who are understood to /hold com- 
missions in the army, had answered to 
their names on the roll call; and upon an 
inspection of it, I find this statement to be 
correct. As to one of the gentlemen, Mr.

Albany, Ga., December 19.—(Special.)—The 
white men of two counties—Worth and Lee 
—are scouring the country in the neighbor- 
hood of Philema, a small station on the 
Albany and Northern road, fourteen miles 
above Albany, ¥n search of a brute who 
committed, about 9 o’clock last night, one of 
the most revolting crimes that has ever oc- 
curred in this section of the state. The de- 
termined men who have set to work to ap- 
prehend the inh'uman being who is the ob- 
ject of their search are leaving no stone 
unturned to run him to earth. Hounds are 
on his track and the whole neighborhood is 
aroused. 


Last night, at the above stated hour, @ 


burly negro, whose appearance showed some 
attempts at disguise, entered, unannounced, 
the house of J. S. Maruney, five miles north 
of Philema, and presenting a shotgun at 
the breast of that man, commanded his wife 
to bind him hand and foot. Trembling ‘Br 
the life of her husband, she obeyed. The 
negro then proceeded to search the house 
for booty, and secured $30 in cash from 
Maruney’s person. He then turned his at- 
tention to the defenseless woman, who had 
been forced to render her husband and pro- 
tector helpless, and committed the most 
hideous crime which the mind can conceive. 
He then made his escape. 

The negro who committed the dastardly 
deed is described as being black, about five 
feet nine inches high, thirty-five years old, 
wearing a number nine shoe, with scatter- 
ing beard on his face. He wore a blue 
blouse and light brown shirt and he is be- 
lieved to have had a companion outside the 
house. 

A negro named Jule Henderson, against 
whom there is a strong chain of circum- 
stantial evidence, is in the hands of the peo- 
ple of Philema, and is being held to wait 
developments. 

The Maruneys are highly respectable col- 
Ored people and stand wel! in the community 
where they live. 

Several leading citizens of Lee county 
have offered a reward of $100 for the arrest, 
with proof to convict, of the guilty party 
or parties. 


TRAMPS, SUCCEED SOLDIERS. 


An Army of Vagabonds Near Old Sev- 
enth Corps Camp. 
Jacksonville, Fla., December 19.—(Special.) 
In the wake of the Seventh army corps 
comes an army of tramps to Jacksonville, 
building an open air garden city in the 
western outpest within a rifle shot of Camp 
Cuba Libre. The army corps is settling 
down rear Havana and the tramp corps 
has succeeded to the original location of 
Lee’s army. Whence comes this new strag- 
gling mass of humanity? Is it an off-shoot 
of the discharged men of the voluntary ar- 
my, or only an ordinary tramp movement? 
These questions are under discussion here 
and the circumstances connected with the 
presence of the tramps lend interest to the 
subject. The vanguard of the floating crowd 
arrived yesterday and staked off a pictur- 
esque ‘‘claim’’ in the cld field in La Villa. 
Many eases of robbery were reported this 
morning at the police station and the vic- 
tims, who reside in the La Villa vicinity, 
seemed to think in almost every instance 

that the tramps were the guilty parties. 

A man was found dead on the railroad 
track in that vicinity a few nights ago, 
and the supposition of some was that the 
train did not do it, there being foul play. A 
number of persons have been held up and 
robbed of their money in the outskirts of 
the city recently, though the sums stolen 
were small, and pickpockets have done a 
pretty large business singe the Seventh ar- 
my corps came here last spring. But the 
tramps were absent till yesterday, and the 
local. highwaymen, pickpockets, snatch 
thieves and house burglars are beginning 
to pick up courage because of the presence 
of the tramp army. 


HARVEY NOT PAID A PER CENT. 


Chairman Jones Denies a Rumor Now 
in Circulation. 


Washington, December 19.—Senator 
Jones, of Arkansas, chairman of the dem- 
ocratic committee, requested the Assoctat- 
ed Fress to contradict for him the report 
in circulation that Mr, W. H. Harvey is to 
receive 10 per cent of the proceeds of his 
efforts as an agent of the committee. 

“T have seen a statement in several pa- 
pers to the effect that there was an 
agreement to give Mr. Harvey 10 per cent 
of the money raised by him,” said the 
senator, ‘‘and I want to say that the re- 
port is without any foundation.

Brunswick, Ga., December 19.—(Special.)—

and they wiil remain their usual three 
months at this delightful resort. The club 
members and their guests will find that 
this year the ga the island is more 
plentiful than ever before, and in this con- 
nection a rather strange condition of affairs 

exists. 

It has always been claimed that the game 
on Jeky! island would not leave the island, 
but reports from St. Simon’s come to the 
effect that numbers of the deer are swim- 
ming across St. Simon’s sound and ‘land- 
ing on the beach near Ocean Pier. The 
result of this is that numerous hunters 
are getting shots and enjoying venison 
in such quantities as they have never en- 
joyed that delicacy before. 

It seems that the deer on JekKyl have 
increase@ so numerously within the past 
few years that they are no longer wholly 
wild, but at night come up around the 
clubhouse and play around the flowers.

He was a prominent 
democratic politician in that state and was 
appointed postmaster at Marquette during 
Cleveland's first term. Two years ago he 
engaged in some unfortunate speculations 
and fost his*property.

A PFOAD OF DIAMONDS. 


A Few Years Ago There Was One in 
Kimberly, Scuth Africa. 
From The New York Herald. 

It is not often that it is given to man to 
travel daily on a higth road literally groan- 
ing with diamonds. Until a few years ago 
there was such a road, and it was neither 
a vision of the pipe nor the press agent. 
It was located in the Kimberley district in 
smth Africa, and whema man walketl over 
it he walked over millions of dollars’ worth 
of the precious stones. 

Five thousand dollars a-yard was the 
record of some parts of the road. The dia- 
monds are not there now. It seems that 
when the diamond mining industry was 
some vears younger than it is today there 
was a vexing scarcity of water in the 
Kimberley country. So when a miner 
couldn't get a supply of water to help him 
in his seareh he had to do the best he could 
and hust!e around with his tools in the 
drv earth. He would spade here and where 
until] he struck a lump of earth which held 
the eagerly sought prize. Then he would 
abandon the little mound of earth his spade 
had overturned and seek for diamonds in 
another place. After a while, several years 
in fact. these mounds amounted to a con- 
siderable obstruction to travel and further 
digging. The loose earth was in the way. 
Finally the Kimberley municipal council 
offered to use the dirt in macadamizing the 
reads around the city, which was branch- 
ing out and reaching quite respectable 
proportions. The offer was gladly accept- 
ed by the mine owners and the mounds 
were cleared away. Nearly a score of years 
later there was a drop in the diamond 
market. The price of the stones fell, apd 
in order to bring about a return of high 
figures the mine owners decided to re- 
strict their output. This necessitated a 
big cut in the pay roll, and as a result the 
Kimberley district was soon overrun with 
unemployed miners. Then some of the 
wise men in the land came to the conclu- 
sion that they ought to pick up a few 
overlooked gems from the. high road if 
they could get municipal permission and a 
plentiful supply of water. They got both, 
for each year a portion of the road which 
had been straightened by the mound dirt 
Was turned over to the men and they 
worked on it with astonishing results. 
Diamonds to the value of $200,000 were re- 
covered yearly for several years. From 
one little piece of road no bigger than the 
floor of a Harlem drawing room there was 
taken $100,000 worth of diamonds.

Knights of Labor Conspiracy Case Is 
Disposed of by United States 
Court. 


December 19.—Judge Brad- 
ley, of the district criminal court, today 
overruled the demurrer to the indictment 
in the Knights of Labor conspiracy 
and in a vigorous yn stated that 
against such combinations as that ailegel 
in the indictment the injured indivivtuals 
are at a great disadvantage and require 
the protection the law.

HUSBAND OF ONE OF MRS. BOT- 
KIN’S ALLEGED VICTIMS. 


The Murder Trial in San Francisco 
Is Moving Along Rather 
Slowly. 


San Francisco, December 19.—The taking 
of evidence in the Botkin poisoning case 
today commenced with Miss Lizzie Liver- 
nash, reporter, on the stand. Miss Liver- 
nash explaine@ that she was detailed to 
interview’ Mrs. Botkin at Healdsburg, 
where the accused was in seclusion at the 
time of the murder. Miss Livermash told 
“the story of Mrs. Botkin’s acquaintance 
with Dunning as Mrs, Botkin had told it 
to her. When told that she was suspected, 
the accused became hysterical and said: 

“Why should .L be suspected? It would 
have been better to have killed the man 
and spared the mother to her child.’’ 

Witness said the prisoner spoke of some 
letters in cgvanection with the case and 
asked witness if handwriting experts 
would be able to identify writing of a 
person laboring under great excitement. 

Mrs. Botkin also spoke of the anonymous 
letters sent to Mrs. Dunning and said they 
were sent by a woman in San Francisco. 
On another occasion, while Miss Livernash 
Was with Mrs. 
Botkin’s son, Beverly, entered the house 
in a state of intoxication and made §re- 
marks concerning his mother’s relations 
with Dunning. Mrs. Botkin turned to Miss 
Livernash appeaiingly, saying: 

“What shall I do? My son has the inso- 
lence to damn me.” 

Late this afternoon John P. Dunning, 
husband of one of the victims of the 
tragedy, was called to the stand. He testi- 
fled as to his relations with Mrs. Botkin 
and described with some degree of detail 
the affairs up to the time he left this city 
for Cuba, where he was to do newspaper 
work He said that he had received many 
letters from Mrs. Botkin, but had destroyed 
them as fast as they came. 

On his return from Salt Lake City In 
August, 1897, Mrs. Botkin said she had 
obtained a divorce efrom her husband and 
for a long time he believed this to be true. 
He had told Mrs. Botkin on one occasion 
that his wife was passionately fond 
candy. He identified the anonymous let- 
ters, the address on the box of candy and 
the enclosed note as being in the hand- 


ficial confirmation of the report that the 
Secret batch of documents so frequently 
referred to reaily existed.

M. Brisson said: ‘‘There ‘s no document 
in the Freyfus dossier that could affect the 
security of the state. I examined the en- 
tire dossier after the discovery of the Hen- 
ry forgery, and considered them all sus- 
picious.”’ 

M. Cavaignac, former minister of war. 
interjected: ‘‘Yes, M. Brisson and M. Sar- 
rien examined the documents: I thought it 
Necessary to show them. Afterwards I of- 
tered to show M. Brisson certain documents 
in the hands of General Gonze, in which 
there were the elements of conviction, but 
M. Brisson thought it useless to examine 
these.”’ 

After further debate, which had been 
throughout of the most animated character, 
the chamber, by a vote of 370 against 80, ap- 
proved the attitude of the government.

Chicago Lawyers File a Petition for

Chicago, December 19.—Henry B. and 
Henry E. Mason, surviving members of the 
law firm of Mason Bros., have filed in the 
United States district court a petition in 
voluntary bankruptcy, in which they 
schedule liabilities amounting to over 
$400,000. 

Their assets, which consist mostly of real 
estate, most of which is heavily encumber- 
ed, are placed at $790,000. Edward C. Mason, 
the well-known lawyer who died yesterday, 
was one of the partners in the firm. 

Many large creditors, secured and unse- 
cured, are named, and the petition is said 
to have been precipitated by reason of the 
fact tnat most of the debts fell due at the 
same time.

The first six days had seen delegates 
ready to talk ad libitum on every measure 
presented. Today there was shown a de- 
siré to hurry through with the convention's 
business and speech-making. 

Resolutions petitioning congress to pass 
a bill giving to the citizens of the District 
of Columbia the same rights of franchise 
enjoyed ‘by the people of the states and

af- | 


urging the government ownership of a sys- 
tem of telegraph lines and the adoption of 
a postal telegraph system, being favored, 
were presenteu and passed. 

This resolution was the same stereotyped 
resoiution introduced at each annual con- 
vention and provides for a system of tele- 
graph lines supervised by the postal de- 
partment, 

John A. Hunter, president of the United 
Mine Workers of Llinois, shook the con- 
vention up by reviewing the strike of the 
miners at Virden, where the miners only 
obtained a victory after battle and blood- 
shea. 

A resolution was adopted thanking Gov- 
ernor Tanner, of Llinois, for refusing to 
call out the state troops to protect the 
mine operators when they brought several 
train loads of negroes from the south to 
take the places of the striking miners. 

The fight between typographical 
union and the machinists for jurisdiction 
over the men who repair and take care of 
Linotype machines of printing offices was 
renewed at the afternoon session. On the 
second day of .ne convention James O’Con- 
nell, of Chicago, grand master of the 
Machinists’ Union, offered a_ resolution 
giving the machinists such jurisdiction. 
The resolution was referred to a commit- 
tee, and from that committee the conven- 
tion this afternoon took it up. The re- 
porters were excluded and the matter was 
considered in executive session. 

The report of the committee, which was 
against action on the question of furisdiec- 
tion in the typographical case until the re- 
Sults of the International Typographical 
Union referendum vote should be an- 
wounced in January, 1899, and suggesting a 
concillation, was finally adopted with “but 
few dissenting votes. 
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Samuel B, Donnally, of New York, pre-. 


sident of the Typographical Union who led 
the fight against the machinists and fought 
for the adoption of -the committee’s report, 
Claims the vote to be a victory for his 
union. When the committee made its re- 
port this afternoon it was strongly opposed 
by the machinists, led by Delegate O’Con- 
nor, of Chicago; Donnally, of New York, 
and Frank Morrison, secretary of the fed- 
eration, made strong speccnes in defense of 
the committee’s report.

‘In view of the awful condition under 
which woman is compelled to toil, this the 
eighteenth annual convention of the 
American Federation of Labor strongly 
urges the more general formation of trades 
Unions of wage-working women to the end 
that they may scientifically and perma- 
nently abolish the terrible evils accom- 
panying their weakened, unorganized state, 
and we emphatically reiterate the trade 
union demand that women receive equal 
compensation for labor performed.” 

The federation struck from its constitu- 
tion the two cents per capita tax to support 
striking organizations.

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CUSTOMS RECEIPTS ARE CAUSING 
SOME PERTINENT INQUIRIES. 
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Money Is Needed To Pay Off the In- 
surgent Army Just 
Now.

Washington, December 19.—Mr. Gonzales 
Quesada, representative of the Cuban pro- 
visional government, was at the war de- 
partment today. making eertain inquiries 
concerning the revenues and customs of 
Cuba under the coming Cuban military ad- 
ministration. 

The leaders of the Cuban party have 
been looking anxiously toward the change 
of administration in the is!and as furnishing 
a possible source of revenue from ‘which to 
defray the expenses of their own civil gov- 
ernment and to pay off the Cuban army in 
part. 

It is not yet stated just what representa- 
tion the Cuban leaders have made to this 
government, but it is understood they would 
like a cerain portion of the island’s revenues 
set asid> for the payment of the army and 
such other expenses as their own system 
of government may occasion. It will be 
ir.possible for some time to come for this 
government to entertain any such proposal, 
as the revenue of Cuba under American ad- 
ministration is purely speculative. 

For at least five years before the out- 
break of the last Cuban war, Cuba, ac- 
cording to official reports, represented an 
annual deficit in the Spanish budget. This, 
according to Consul General Williams's re- 
Nort, was the result of competition with 
European bounty raised sugar, Which had 
seriously affected the industry in Cuba and 
led to the abandonment of many planta- 
tions, to great business depression and 
much suffering. 

The regeneration of the island’s business 
interests bas been carefully considered by 
this government, and it has been estimated 
that under honest administration and favor 
ine island will shortiy be self-supporting. 
Meantime, the department states, it is not 
practical to formulate plans for the dis- 
posal of revenues. which do not yet exist. 


HOW TO MAKE A DOLL HOUSE. 


These are the times, of all others, when 
mothers are worried into impatience an- 
swering baby questions as to Santa Claus, 
and wondering just what would make a 
child the happiest. There never was a lit- 
tle girl or a little boy who didn’t enjoy a 
doll house, and a woman writer of The 
Chicago Times-Herald gives the following 
plan as to the easiest way to construct 
one, that can be accommodated in the 
average nursery. She says: | 

“To make it, take a large wooden packing 
box and divide it into four compartments 
by two partitions, crossing each 
right angles in the center of the box, and 
put on a double door, meeting over the 
edge of the lengthwise partition. Any car- 
penter, not too busy, would make such a 
house at a very small charge. Paint the 
house to match the furniture of the nur- 
sery, put on a lock and a doorknob in min- 
jiature, the kind which comes for drawers. 
The four compartments make a drawing 
room, dining room, kitchen and bedroom. 
The ceilings should be covered with white 
glazed cambric pasted on; this makes a 
good imitation of calcimine. Pale yellow 
cambriec on the kitchen walls answers for 
the distempering of a real kitchen; the 
cambric must be- strained as tightiy as 
possible, in order that it may fit smoothly, 
without Grease or wrinkle. 
the other rooms should be papered. The 
decorator employed by the family is sure 
to have some snail lengths of wall paper 
which will do admirably for this purpose. 
Carpets can be made of velveteen or 
heavy dress goods, or, better still, the floors 
may be covered with Japanese matting or 
stained, and the mistress of the doll’s 
house may make rugs fer them. They may 
be worked on canvas@ a pretty pattern 
in colored wools, knittc@-in moss of afghan 
stitch and fringed or woven like kindergar- 
ten mats, of strips of wool or silk, cut and 
folded. -Making these rugs 1s delightful 
fancy work for little fingers. ; 

“One great advantage of the doll’s house 
is that it is a practieca] educator, and that, 
lke a doll, it induces the children to do 
needlework. Smal! pictures, cut of mag- 
azines. or taken, from bonbons,_ look well 
on the walls, surrounded by gilt paper or 
framed in more elaborate style, if the dec- 
orator is equal to the work. Small mir- 
rors are easily purchased, and an ordinary 
hand mirrot ts a large one for the dolls. 

“Much of the furniture may be made at 
home. Beds are easily manufactured. Take 
an old note paper or spool box and piace 
the lid upright against one end of the box, 
turned {bottom up and fitting into the en 
of the lid. This forms a bed with back and 
tester. Sew the lid and the box firmly to- 
gether and cover the whole, inside and out, 
with pink-glazed cambric pasted smoothly 
on. then cover with white Swiss muslin 
edged with lace and arranged like the 
draperies, curtains and vaiance of a real 
bed. 

“A mattress stuffed with cotton batting 
and tufted with pink zephyr wool, sheets, 
blankets made of flannel and either bound 
with pink seam binding or buttonhole 
stitched with zephyr; a counterpane and 
pillows can be added. Silk patchwork 
makes an effective counterpane, or It may 
of lace over silk, or, 


linen. Here, of course, 
portunity for the young furnishers to 
some fine needlework. They should be en- 
couraged to have a linen chest for the doll’s 
house and to fill it with pretty things. 

“A capital wardrobe can be made of an- 
other box like that used for the bed with- 
out the lid. Line it to match and cover the 
outside with paper (imitation oak or wal- 
nut looks well), and white glazed paper 
with gilt strips for trimmings 1s still Detter. 
Stand this on one end and arrange a row 
of bent pins, stuck throug) from the back, 
in the proper place for clothes hooks. Close 
the entrance vy a curtain of solt wool or 
drapery silk to mateh the color of the bed. 
which, of course, need not be restricted to 
pink. This should be arranged to draw 
back and forth. To this end run a casing 
at top, having hem wiue enough to form a 
stand-up frill above it, and use a wire 
fastened to the wardrobe at the top for a 
curtain rod. 

“Tables and chairs can be made in card- 
board. but are scarcely durable enough for 
everyday use. If the family includes a boy 
with a turn for mechanics. most of all if he 
Has a scrol] saw, he had best be applied to. 
Knowing the strong prejudice which boys 
are apt to entertain against dolls and their 
beiongings, I make this suggestion with 
difidence: but every small brother has 
soft-nearted moments, when, there being 
nothing else to do, he may be induced to 
play cabinet-maker for a while and help 
his sisters in their work of housefurnish- 
ing. Tables and chairs are easy of con- 
struction, even by amateur carpenters. If 
the work is done neatly it will be sufficient 
to paint the wood in any color preferred, A 
can of enamel goes a jong Way, and var- 
nishing is a sticky and smelly operation, 
and not one to be recommended to young 
folks who have any regard for their own 
frocks or the nursery carpet. And remem- 
ber that painters in real life always wear 
overalls: aprons are a good substitute for 
these. In case, however, the wood of the 
chairs and tables is not smooth enough to 
look well when painted, any such defects 
may be concealed by covering them with 
paper. Gilt paper looks well for the draw- 
ing room, black for the dining room, while 
for the bedroom they should match the 
wardrobe. The seats may be cushioned 
with a single thickness of cotton wadding 
Intd on and covered with either silk or vel- 
vet, carefully folded under the seat and 
fastened securely by stitches taken across 
from side to side. Very pretty chairs may 
be made by covering the chair with strong 
glue, and laying split straws, regularly 
side by side, as closely as possible, upon 
the surface, until the chair is covered, This 
is a tedious but not difficult operation, but 
it requires exactness and neatness in the 
operator.’’

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'BIRD'S-EYE VIEW OF THE RECENT SESSION 


3 What. the Legislature Accomplished or Failed To 


- Accomplish for the Relief of the ~ 
Taxpayers of Georgia. 


. Since the recent session of the general 
assembly has passed into history with its 
| brood of legislative enactments it becomes 
of imterest to inquire briefly into the work 
of that session for the purpose of ascer- 
taining what our lawmakers have accom- 
| Piished for the relief of the oppressed tax- 
payers of Georgia. Before making this re- 
view it must tbe stated in justice to the 
gnibers of-the general assembly who may 
ritic’ for not fully measuring up to 
expectations that they labored under 
r difficulties and embarrassments 


; during the greater part of the recent ses- 


sion. In the first place they were hamper- 
ed by the work of organization, the election 


| of judges and solicitors and the delay inc+« 


dent to the appointment of committees. In 
the second place they were hampered by 
the friction arising from the lack of thor- 
‘ough persona] acquaintance with each 
‘other. When they’ meet again next fal 
'they will not labor under these disad- 
vantages and consequently they will be en- 
nbled to devote themselves with better re- 
isults to the weighty responsibilities im- 
posed upon them. 

Deciaedly the most important _ reltef 
measure enacted during the recent session 


‘of the general assembly was the reduction 


of the common school appropriation from 


$1,000,000 to $800,000. Of course every mem- 


| ber recognized the necessity of providing 


| tor the support and maintainance of the 
‘common schools of the state, but in order 
‘to reduce the 'burden of taxation most of 
the members also recognized the necessity 
‘of applying the knife to that fund which 


was chiefly responsible for the burden of 
taxation. When the matter came up for 


‘consideration before the appropriation com- 


mittee of the house there ‘was almost com- 
plete unanimity of sentiment in favor of re- 
ducing the common school appropriation to 
$600,000, but when the time came for the 


‘house to act upon the matter $800,000 was 


substituted in 


lieu thereof. Subsequently 


‘the senate concurred with the house in 
adopting that amount. Other relief meas- 


ures were advocated on the line of curtail- 
ing expenditures, but they failed to meet 
with favor. Dr. Watkins, of Gilmer, 
strenuously endeavored to amend the gen- 
eral ‘appropriations bi in order to provide 
for a uniform reduction of 20 per cent in 
the salaries of state officials and employees. 
and, failing in this attempt, he introduced 
on Jast Saturday a bill which will come up 
during the next session, embodying the 
same provisions. With the reductions in 
expenditures miade during the recent ses- 
sion enough was accomplished in the way 
of retrenchment ‘to reduce the tax rate 
from 6.21 mills to 5.364mills for the next two 
years; but if other relief measures had 
been enacted the tax rate could have been 
reduced still further. 

The defeat of the Brandon pension Dills 
is. the-eource of deep regret to those who 
fully understood the ends which they 
sought to accomplish. These bills were de- 
feated solely on the idea that they were 
hostile to the old soldiers and to the 
widows of the old soldiers, when, in re- 
alfty, they were introduced and advocated 
in the spirit of Whstinted loyalty to both. 


'They sought merely to withhold the state’s 


bounty from those who were able to sup- 


‘port themselves, and if they had found 


their way into the statute books they would 
not have taken from the pockets of in- 


‘digent or needy persons one single dollar 
‘which belongs to them under the existing 
'pension laws. Without doing the least in-

Such questions may fail to accomplish the 
desired effect, but obviously there is need of 
drastic legislation on this line not only 
because of the state’s present embarrass- 
ment, but also because of the fact that 
Georgia property is returned at barely 
more than $412,000,000, when the figures 
ought to be double that sum. Georgia is 
naturally one of the richest states in the 
union and there is no reason why her tax 
digest should display such meager returns. 
Other important measures bearing upon the 
same effort were introduced in the senate 
by Mr. McLester, of the twenty-fourth dis- 
trict, and in the house by Mr. Hall, of 
Bibb; Mr. Freeman, of Coweta; Mr. Bla- 
lock, of Fayette, and Mr. Little, of Musco- 
gee. None of these measures were passed 
during the recent session. 

Mr. McLester’s bill was passed in the 
senate, but on reaching the house was laid 
on the table. Mr. Blalock’s bill was ad- 
versely reported upon in the house and 
never reached the senate. Mr, Little’s bill 
was not taken up for consideration during 
the recent session on account of its vol- 
uminous character. Perhaps the action of 
the general assembly in failing to pass 
some measure of this kind during the reeent 
session is due in part to the uncertainty 
attaching to the wisdom of the measures 
introduced and in part to the adoption of 
the Eilis resolution, which provided for 
the appointment of a board of tax commis- 
sioners to consider the tax problem in its 
different phases and to report in regard tu 
the same at the next session of the general 
assembly in 1899. 

Undoubtedly the adoption of the Ellis 
resolution will not be favorably regarded 
throughout the state. Most people will look 
upon it as a subterfuge invented for the 
purpose of evading the responsibility of 
devising some adequate measure of relief 
at this season. In justice to the general 
assembly, however, it must be said that in 
the confusion of ideas wrought by thhe mul- 
tiplicity of measures introduced there was 
no other course which the general assem- 
bly could wisely take other than the one 
prescribed in the adoption of the Ellis res- 
olution. This resolution reads thus: 

Whereas, after years of experience, it is 
apparent that the practical operation of the 
present system of tax returns and assess- 
ment in Georgia is inefficient and does not 
meet the purposes of the framers of our 
constitution to equalize the burdens of 
taxation upon all classes of persons and 
property: and, 

Whereas, our present system as a whole 
is inadequate te.meet the purposes for 
which it was intended and is not in. keep- 
ing with the wisdom, experience, business 
judgment and progressive methods whieh 
have marked the course of a large majority 
of other states in these matters, and us a 
consequerce millions of dollars in taxuble 
values are not now being returned for 
taxation and much of the property now on 
the digest is returned at an unfair valua- 
tion; and, . 

Whereas, in recognition of this condition 


of this branch of our state’s affairs there 
are more than a dozen measures now pend- 


' obtain. 


ing to correct evils apparent in the pres- 
ent system; and, ‘ 

Whereas, in every question Involving a 
proposea change in tne tax laws of the 
State there are considerations cf vital 1m- 
port to every citizen of the siate and to 
the commercial and business prosperity of 
our people, as well as questions of consti- 
titiona! aud siatutory law and public pol- 
icy, rendering it of the utmost importance 
that none of these questions be hastily con- 
Sikiered or ill-advisedly decided; and, 

Whereas, it is manifestly impossible that 
the general assembly will, at its present 
session, already nearly half gone, be able 
to enter into 4 proper consideration of the 
manifold questions involved in the inaugu- 
ration of a new system and a revision, sim- 
plification and codification of the laws con- 
cerning taxation, and an analysis of the 
administrative machinery thereof, ail of 
which is not only desirable, but abso- 
lutely necessary; be it, therefore, 

Resolvea, by the house and senate ccn- 
curring— 


1. That five members from the house and , 


three from the senate be appointed, by the 
presiding officer of each, respectively, who, 
together with the governor, the aitorney 
&eneral and the comptroller general, éhall 
constitute a state board of tax commission- 


ers, 

2. It shall be the duty of such board— 

(a) To carefully inquire into the evils and 
inequalities of our present tax system, with 
particular reference to property waoich is 
now escaping taxation or is being returned 
at an inadequate valuation and tuo make the 
burdens of taxation bear equally upen the 
taxed.

Professor Glenn, state school commis- 
sioner, yesterday. ‘‘Our appropriation was 
cut down $200,000 and so far as What we can 
accomplish with the funds which we will 
have we will be in about the same position 
we occupied prior to 18$3.* The schools; uséd 
to keep open five months in the year then. 
That is about what we will be able to do 
in the future. 

Under the large appropriation and with a 
total fund available of $1,600,000 the com- 
mon schools kept open six and a half 
months. That was too long, for the 
money, says Professor Glenn. 

Georgia's school population increases at 
the rate of about 18,000 a year or possibly 
more. It has increased 55,000 since 1894, 60 
it may be that the increase is now near 
15,00 a year. The state’s present school 
population is 660,879. Georgia has 8,300 teach- 
ers, white and bdlack. } 

After deducting $300,000 for the local sys- 

tems and the expenses of administration 
there is left about $1,000,000, under the new 
appropriation, to be divided between 8,300 
teachers. 
..Georgia’s teachers are improving them- 
selves al] the time. One thousand of them 
have g@ne through the normal schools in 
the Jast few years. They are better teach- 
ers and are worth more money than they 
received formerly. The cut falls on them 
in reduction of pay received and on tHe 
children in fewer months of schooling.

BRISCOE TALKS OF BAILTROVER 


Seys the Litigation Is in No Way 
Connected with the Business 
College. 


In regard to the bail trover proceedings 
recently brcught against A. C. Briscoe and 
L. W. Arnold, of the Southern Shorthand 
an@ Business university, by B. F. Moore, 
Mr. Briscee said yesterday: 

“The suit brought by Moore is against A. 
C. Briscoe and L. W. Arnold individuaily, 
and the Southern Shorthand and Business 
university has nothing to do with it. In 
1893 we bought Moore’s business college, his 
good will including a little furniture to the 
amount of about $200, Moore agreeing not 
to open a school for ten years. We also 
contracted to employ Moore for two years 
at a salary of $1,800 per year, making $3,000 
for two years. 

“We paid Moore the entire $3,000 on ac- 
count of salary, and also paid him $2,000 of 
the amount due on account of purchase of 
his college, We refused to pay the balance 
because Moore viclated his contract in open- 
ing another business college in Athens. 
Moore then brought sult against us to re- 
cover on account of notes. The suit is now 
pending in court, 

Moore brought the bail trover action to 
strengthen his suit or for some other pur- 
pose. We said we could not give bond be- 
cause we had no friends upon whom we 
could impose this requirement concerning a 
pecuniary bond.’’

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Let Us Get To Work. 

We are now in the closing days of the 
old year, and will soon witness the ad- 
vent of the new. 

During the year past we have had 
war and brass buttons enough; we have 
had politics in surfeit, and last of all, 
to put us in good humor and in trim 
for the future, we have had that grand 
outpouring of jubilee feeling which 
should inspire us with energy for the 
future. 

What shall the people do? The cot- 
ton crop of Georela is almost all mar- 
keted, for probably hardly an average 
of 4 cents a pound. Seasons have been 
bad, prices have been ruinous, and the 
debts of the past vear must hang over 
to be met out of the profits of the new. 
Looking upon our fields from which the 
crops have been gathered, it is natural 
to ask the question: With what shall 
they be planted for the new? Shall we 
again go wholesale into a single cot- 
ton crop, or will there be found men in 
sufficient number all over the state who 
will strike out into new fields, and thus 
lead the way to agricultural] prosperity? 
We are by no means preaching a homily 
against the planting of cotton. It is 
essentially the great reserve money crop 
of this section of country; but we are 
preaching against the folly of putting 
all our eggs into one basket. We have 
a@ country in which wheat and corn can 
be raised, perhaps not with the same 
prodigality as elsewhere, but certainly 
with more than profit enough for all 
those who engage in it. Our people 
must eat and drink as they go along 
through life. Why should we not go 
into the supplying of this home market, 
making what money there is to be made 
in it, and thus making of our cotton 
crop what it ought to be—a purely 
money crop? 

There is not a tenant in the state of 
Georgia but who could raise three hogs 
apiece without cost to himself or ob- 
jection from his landlord. ‘There is 
no reason why the thirty thousand ten- 
ant farmers throughout Georgia should 
not raise ninety thousand hogs for mar- 
ket. It looks like a little matter, an4d 
yet when we look at it in the aggregate 
how large it becomes! The raising of 
cattle, the making of butter and cheese 
and all the kindred industries, which 
must suggest themselves to a man who 
thinks, would in one year turn the bal- 
ance and make Georgia a creditor state. 

The mistake about our people is that 
each one imagines that he can do noth- 
ing unless it is on a large scale. When 
a farmer is told about raising cattle he 
imagines that it is a whole herd with 
which he must deal. In other words. 
his mind is too much engrossed with 
important affairs, all of which simply 
recalls the story of the cotton planter 
who rode to town with his wife, he 
with this bale of cotton, she with her 
basket full of eggs, and when the cou- 
ple went home there was more to show 
for the eggs than there was for the cot- 
ton. Let every man who reads this 
article get a pig and become friendly 
with him; let him watch the animal 
grow, and it will pay him well! In the 
course of time he can get two and then 
three. This wosk, duplicated through- 
out Georgia, will make of this state a 
meat market which will be sought for 
even from across the ocean. So it is 
with other things. 

Now, as we have said before, is the 
time to think about what we shall do 
for the next year. ‘The fields are 
awaiting attention. Even with all of 
the work which the field crops will de- 
mand from the farmer, he will still have 
some idie time which he can utilize in 
some of these minor affairs. It is the 
man who plans and thinks who comes 
out at the other end of the year with 
something in his pocket. The man 
who pursues a happy-go-lucky policy 
will be trotting around the country be- 
fore three months have passed begging 
for. extension before the limit has been 
reached and pawning everything in 
bight. 

Let us get to work then. Let the 
farmers of Georgia, each one for him- 
self, study out something which he can 
do besides the usual routine crop rais- 
ing. It matters not whether the ven-

Whata 
tremendous rattling of dry bones there 
must have been when these extraordinary 
confessions appeared in the leading 
protection organ of the United States! 
Well, this is what The Constitution and 
the democratic party have been saying 
all along and for ever so many vears. 
They have insisted on it with so much 
persistency that it is hard to remem- 
ber any campaign year when the repub- 
lican protectionists were not going about

Yes, breth- 
ren, it has come to this, and it will come 
to worse, for by the time the next 
campaign begins, protection will be as 
dead as Julius Caesar, and the demo- 
cratic doctrine of a tariff reyenue 
will be appropriated by the republicans. 

Well, it is a curious outcome of the 
republican financia! policy tnat it should 
with one hand reduce the wages of our 
workinemen below those of the pauper 
labor of Europe, and with the other 
sweep the republican doctrine of protec- 
tion into the trash barrel!

One Sign. 

The official figures seem to place the 
value of our exports of domestic mer- 
chandise during 1898 at $1,200,000,000, 
which is considerably above the value 
of England’s exports of domestic mer- 
chandise for the same period. We pre- 
sume that boasting is in order, and the 
fact is really gratifying to one side of 
our national vanity, but thoughtful peo- 
ple cannot fail to remember the nature 
and extent of the sacrifice that has been 
necessary to secure this advantage. 

We have been compelled to cripple our 
agriculturists by: making the prices of 
their product so low that they can find a 
market abroad, and in order to enabie 
our manufacturers to compete in the 
markets of Europe, it has been neces- 
sary to reduce the wages of our work- 
ingmen below the scale paid to the pau- 
per labor of Europe. 

These things having been accom- 
plished, it follows, as a matter of course, 
hat our manufacturers and merchants, 
the shrewdest in the world when they 
are not wearing the blinders of protec- 
tion, will be able to run competitors out 
of the markets, more especially those 
newer markets where the American flag 
is now flying. 

We have been anxiously awaiting for 
some sign of returning prosperity, and 
the first we have seen in this section 
is the announcement by the Sonthern 
railway of a restoration of.the 10 per 
cent reduction made in the wages of its 
employees in 1893. This is a very sub- 
stantial sign, and we hope it will be 
followed by other signs and confirma- 
tions. Real prosperity will be with us 
when the farmers and the workingmen 
are receiving fair returns for their la- 
bor. 
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Worried Brethren. 

It is very evident. that President Me- 
Kinley is not playing ball, as the phrase 
goes, to suit the brethren of the east— 
those long-suffering and angelic breth- 
ren, who for a great many vears have 
heen wiping their weeping eyes over the 
desperate sinfulness of institutions and 
establishments of their own creation. 
The Boston Transcript turns up its nose 
at the president’s suggestion of govern- 
ment care of the graves of the confederate 
dead, and grunts with surprise that 
anyone should be affected by that sim- 
ple declaration. There is no one to 
object to it, according to The ‘Tran-

script, except a million or so of old re- 
publican voters who would disapprove 
of it on much the same ground that the 
bluelight elders in Seotland refused to 
indorse the gathering of corn by the 
Savior on Sunday. 

The Springfield Republican can find 
nothing but platitudes in Mr. McKinley’s 
speech at Booker Washington's Tuske- 
gee institute, and it wonders that Book- 
er Washington could get his own con- 
sent to ride in the same carriage with a 
man who permitted the negro laborers 
to be crowded out of the procession in 
Atlanta. 

All this, if we may be permitted to 
say so, is excruciatingly funny, but it 
has its meaning, too. The president 
is not conducting himself to suit the 
mugwumps, the political malcontents 
and the fussy people who are never 
happy unless they have some victim at 
whom they can fling their rhetorical 
gibes. 

The Atlanta incident, for which The 
Republican gives the president such a 


round of abuse, has no meaning, so far 
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as we know. But it is easy to give a 
meaning to such incidents. There is 
one meaning which we commend to the 
attention of our Springfield contempo- 
rary, which is this, viz, that there are 
negro members of trades unions in the 
south. ‘We have .been told that the 
case is far otherwise in the north and 
east, (where negroes are scrupulously 
kept out of such organizations. We are 
willing to be corrected in this matter, 
and, indeed, would be glad to know 
that the time has arrived when, even 
in the centers of philanthropy, a negro 
has a fair chance to earn his living in 
any line for which his talents or his 
acquirements have fitted him. If there 
has been a change for the better in this 
respect, we should like to record and 
applaud it. 

But, apart from these extraneous mat- 
ters, we are at a loss to know why the 
eastern brethren should have so sud- 
denly grown tired of the president and 
his simple and unaffected oratory. Why 
should they sneer at his friendly sug- 
gestions, or describe as platitudes senti- 
ments that would still be noble if they 
were uttered every hour of the day by 
every man, woman and child in the 
United States? Why, even the people 
down here, although the vast majority 
of them are utterly opposed to the po- 
litical principles advocated by the pres- 
ident, make no bones of admiring the 
frank and generous simplicity of the 
man, and are as ready to applaud what 
is deserving of appiause in his utter- 
ances as if they had elected him to of- 
fice. ,

Querulousness is its own best cure. If 
the eastern brethren cannot be happy, 
we advise them to be as happy as they 
can.

Hionors for the Mikado. 

Much excitement has been created in 
continental capitals, and even in this 
country, over the recent visit of the mi- 
kado of Japan to the foreign quarter of 
Kobe, in that country. 

Such a condescension on the part of 
the monarch of the Sunflower Kingdom 
is unprecedented. Hitherto his person 
hag been held so sacred and his office 
so elevated that any who wished to 
have an audience with or see him were 
compelled to sojourn to his palace. Such 
an innovation as visiting the foreign 
quarter had never been thought of, and

The papers 
of the provinee accept the visit as one 
of great moment, saving that it meant 
renewed considerations and privileges 
to the foreign element when the new 
treaties become effective,

The 
eVect. of this is not to be-measured so 
much by the amount of the raise as by 
the inspiration which it will give the 
men to feel that they are once again 
on the ascending scale. Good wages to 
employees is one of the strongest found- 
ations of a city’s prosperity. All that 
they get keeps in circulation—to the 
landlord, to the butcher, to the grocer 
and to the clothier; so that when wages 
are raised it is something the gaod ef- 
fect of which is bv no means confined 
to those who are the beneficiaries, but 
goes out to have iis influence in the 
general building up of better conditions. 

The employees of the. Southern -Rail- 
way Company in this city are an excel- 
lent class of men, high toned, indus- 
trious and worthy, just such men as 
make up an irresistible citizenry; and 
We rejoice in their good fortune.

This has‘ given him a vastly wider 
influence and has stood him in crises to 
better purpose than his other qualities as 
a statesman. It was Mr. Cleveland’s utter 
lack of this quality which made his admfmin- 
istration such a failure and will leave it in 
history as an interim during which the 
country waited impatiently’ for the time to 
come for him to retire tg private life. | Had 
he possessed a winning -personality Mr. 
Cleveland would not today be almost fur 
gotten and his party a wreck on the sea of 
politics. Mr. McKinley's possession of .this 
quality is shown by the fact that his party 
is stronger and more united and enthasi- 
astic than it was the day ‘he was electdd. 

Only a few presidents in American history 
have had this characteristic in a majrked 
degree. Most of them have been men. of 
individuality, but they lacked a winning 
personality. The presidents who have} had 
this quality are Washington, Jefferson, 
Jackson, Lincoln and McKinley. Washing- 
ton’s personality dominated the first ¢digiht 
years of the government. As long as she 
was president antagonisms were held in 
abeyance and party strife was smothered, 
Jefferson was the next president whose per- 
sonality was the dominating force in Amer- 
ican politics for years. Then came several 
negative presidents before Jackson with his 
Strong character and striking personahty 
appeared upon the scene. It was his ability 
to win and hold friends more than his firg- 
ness and aggressiveness that gave him) His 
great influence. As to Lincoln and hls 
strong personality it unnecessary) {to 
speak to a generation a good share of witych 
a witness of the masterful influetice 
it zave him. After Lincoln no presidgnt 
with a winning personality appeared uljtil 
Mr. McKinley was inaugurated.

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STREET RALWAY FHT OER TRACK 
CARRIED TO UNITED STATES COURT 


Bil fi Injunction Seeking To Prevent Condemnation Proceedings 
. Filed Yesterday at Noon, 


WEARS A HARD LEGAL BATTLE

PROCEEDINGS AGAINST BOTH AGADS 


| Judge Grants Temporary Restraining 
Order—President Amorous Says 
Fight Is Made by Con- 
solidated Through the 
Company. 


The fight between the Atlanta and the 
Consolidated street railway companies for 
rights of way on Mitchell street to the new 
‘viaduct culminated yesterday in the filing 
‘of a bill of injunction in the United States 
court seeking to prevent the use of the 
‘Consolidated proyerty on Mitchell street 
by the Atlanta Street Railway Company. 

The bill was filed shortly after noon yes- 
'terday by Attorney N. J. Hammond, repre- 
senting the Old Colony Trust Company, of 
Boston, as trustee for the bondholders of 
the Consolidated. It is directed against 
both the Consolidated and the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company, attempting to prevent the 
latter from exercising in any manner the 
right of condemning part of the Consoll- 
dated tracks, which right was granted by 
the city council of Atlanta some weeks ago. 

It was the Old Colony Trust Company 
that figured so prominently in the fight for 
transfers in this city. It sought to protect 
the bondholders then, and occupies the 
game position now that it did on the former 
eccasion. 

An order was signed by Judge Newman, 
of the Unittd States court, last Saturday 
afternoon ordering the defendants to ap- 
pear on January 2d, and show cause why 
the injunction should not be granted. This, 
of course, stops the condemnation proceed- 
ings of the Atlanta Railway Company for 
the present. The iatter company will be 
represented in the fight by Attorneys King 
and Spalding. 

This step on the part of the Consolidated 
interests was mot unexpected. When the 
question was being considered before the 
electric railway committee of council At- 
torney John B. Goodwin, for the Consoli- 
dated, stated publicly that the Consolidated 
would never consent for any other company 
to use its tracks on Mitchell street. This 
was understood to mean that the case was 
to be taken into the courts in event the 
Consolidated failed before council. The 
Consolidated did fail before council, and it 
would seem that the officials are determin- 
‘ed to fight to the bitter end before a higher 
tribunal. 

From present indications, the war will be 
one of the bitterest ever fought in legal 
circles in Atlanta. The future of two street 
railroad companies practically turns on the 
result, and much capital is at stake. The 
officials of the Atlanta Railway claim they 
cannot complete their cross-town system 
without the use of Mitchell street. The Cos- 
solidated officials say the Atlanta company 
never shall use its Mitchell street tracks. 
This leaves the courts something of a 
problem to solve. 

Time Limit Expires Tomorrow. 

President Amorous, of the Traction, made 
the effort to compromise the Mitchell street 
matter with the Consolidated officials, but 
failed. About two weeks ago Attorney Jack 
Spalding, for .the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany, wrote President Woodruff, of the 
Consolidated, notifying him that condemna- 
tion proceedings would be instituted against 
the tracks of the Consolidated on Mitchell 
street. The necessary steps in a case of 
this kind are for both companies to ap- 
point an appraiser each, with the two ap- 
pointed to appoint a third, for the purpose 
of estimating the price to be paid by the 
company bringing condemnation proceed- 
ings to the company supposed to be dam- 
aged. The Traction gave the Consolidated 
until December 2lst, tomorrow, to appoint 
its appraiser. Before the Consolidated act- 
ed the matter reached the courts. The fight 
is on, therefore, and it is probable the case 
will go to higher courts before a final de- 
cision is reached, 

What the Bill Says. 

The bill filed yesterday is voluminous,,and 
goes into the case fully from beginning to 
end. After stating the character of the de- 
fendant and the complainant, it recites the 
fight between the two companies before the 
city council, and avers that. the council 
grant to the Traction company is illegal 
and inoperative for the following reasons: 

1. Because said grant does not under- 
take to provide any means or basis for 
the ascertainment of proper compensa- 
tion. | 

2. Because said grant undertakes to 
limit the consideration of paving for 
paving originally paid for by the Atlanta 

Consolidated Street Railroad Company, 

and for temporary interference with its 

tracks. 

8. Because the governing authority of 
the city of Atlanta has, and had no 
power or authority to confer any such

right or power upon said defendant, the 
Atlanta Railway Company. 
Contentions of the Bill. 

The bill further contends that no neces- 
sity exists fur the condemnation of the 
tracks in order that the Atlarta Railway 
Company may reachthecenter ofthe city. 
It claims that this company can. go 
through Hunter street, and, by maps which 
are attached to the bill as exhibits, shows 
thet the grades are proper, and that sev- 
eral routes can be used. The bill says 
that if the Atlanta Railway Company is 
allowed to build its tracks so that they 
overlap those of the Consolidated, using 
separate trolley wires and electrical con- 
tnections, these will be within eight inches 
of each other and will be dangerous. It 
is also claimed that if the same wires and 
tracks were used, it is wholly beyond the 
power of the city and the Atlanta com- 
pany to condemn the electrical power of 
the Consalidated, and that the facilities 
of the Consolidated are not sufficient to 
supply the defendant company. 

The plaintiffs state that the notice serv- 
ed on them and on the Consolidated is to 
the effect that the assessment and con- 
detrnnation proceeding would be had 
Wednesday, December 21Ist, and that the 
Atlanta Railway Company names Mr. For- 
rest Adair as its appraiser. It is claimed 
that Mr. Adair is disqualified to act on 
account of the fact that as a member of 
the board of county commissioners he pass- 
es on out of town applications for fran- 
chises, and has recentiy participated in a 
grant to the Atlanta Railway Company. 

The bill alleges that it will lessen the 
valus of the lien on the bondholders if the 
Consolidated is forced or consents to the 
condemnation of the tracks. The court 
is asked to enjoin the Atlanta Railway 
Company from prosecuting the proceed- 
ings, and to enjoin the Atlanta Consolidat- 
ed Railway Company from participating 
in the proceedings. 

The Old Colony Trust Company, it is 
claimed, is trustee for $2,025,000 of the 
bonds of the Consolideted company. 

President Amorous Not Surprised. 

“T am not surprised,” said President 
Amorous, of the Traction, last night, ‘‘that 
the matter has gone to the courts. When 
I made constant overtures to Messrs, Hurt 
and Woodruff, of the Consolidated, to 
settle the matter amicably and they re- 
fused, I knew what the result would be. 
It is only a play on their part for delay. 
The Old Colony Trust Company is merely 
a tool in the hands of the Consolidated. 
Tihe officials knew they had to get a non- 
resident party interested, and that is why 
the Colony company is brought into the 
fight. That was why it was brought into 
the transfer fight. This, however, will be 
different. We are bound to win. They 
may delay us a little, but that is all. I 
have not the slightest doubt that we will 
come out with flying colors. We have the 
law and everything on our side, and it is 
impossible for us to lose.’’ 

The Fight in Council. 

This franchise fight before the _ city 
council was one of the hardest ever known 
in municipal circles. When the Mitchell 


- street viaduct was started both companies, 


realizing the value of west side territory, 
put in applications for franchises in that 


section. Both companies asked for the 
same territory in several localities, and 
after numerous hearings and warm debates 
before the electric railway committee, the 
Consolidated was turned down completely, 
and the Atlanta Railway Company given 
everything it asked for. 

Tie people of the west side were con- 
siderably exercised over the controversy, 
and innumerable petitions signed in favor 
of both companies were presented. Coun- 
ci] agreed with the committee, however, 
and gave the Traction the right of con- 
demnation on. the Mitchel) street tracks 
of the Consolidated. Tihat is the early his- 
tory of the fight, the bitterest part of 
which is probably yet to come. 

The Traction has undergone a reor- 
ganization of late, enlisting a large sum 
of northern capital to be expended on im- 
provements in this city. It contemplates 
the building of several miles of new tracks, 
and will give transfers when the new 
cross-town system is completed. The Con- 
solidated has always refused to give trans- 
fers. The council gave a west side route 
to the Consolidated, which withdrew its 
application after the other company had 
been granted what it asked for. 


HARRY RAYMOND IS RELEASED.

Legislature Passed the Charter and 
Governor Affixes Signature. 


NEW TOWN IS NEAR ATLANTA 


Limits Touch for Mile Along Eastern 
Border of City. 


CITIZENS FEAR AN INJUNCTION FROM COURT 


It Is Said That the Enactment of the 
Charter Is Unconstitutional and 
Cannot Be Enforced. 


The community of Edgewood, bordering 
the eastern limits of Atlanta, has been in- 
corporated. At the session of the legisla- 
ture just adjourned a bill was passed for 
that purpose and the governor has placed 
his signature to it. This adds another mu- 
nicipality to Atlanta’s suburbs. It is ex- 
pected that there will now ensue a hot po- 
litical contest for the mayoralty of the 
new town. It is rumored over the vicinity 
that there will be several candidates for 
mayor. 

There is something over 100 voters in the 
new town, but not many more than that 
number. <A large percentage of these are 
negroes. The agitation over the incorpora- 
tion has been going on for several months. 
In August a mass meeting of the citizens 
was held and it was decided that the town 
should be incorporated. A committee was 
appointed to draw up a ekeleton cnarter. 
This was done, but when the provisions 
were made known there was strong ob- 
jection. The opposition grew and the kinds 
of charter the community wanted were as 
numerous as the minds of the veople. 
Every one, it Was stated, wanted something 
different. The principal object of the in- 
corporation is said to be the establisament 
of schools. No provision was wanted in 
the charter that would give any authority 
to a board of aldermen to enact ordinances 
compelling certain things to be done 
by the residents or for any change of the 
tax rate or amount of assessment of prop- 
erty valuations. 

One faction in the community was 
strongly in favor of asking the city of At- 
lanta to incorporate the community, and 
then, it was said, public schools would be 
a certainty. The passage of the charter 
through the general assembly was fought 
until it passed the house. Both, Represen- 
tatives Mayson and George, 6f DeKalb 
county, favored the incorporation ,and 
Senator Morrison, of the thirty-fifth dis- 
trict, pushed it in the senate. ad 

The bill passed, although it is said that 
the chairman of the corporation commit- 
tee of the house to which it was referred 
stated that he thought it was unconstitu- 
tional, and that the sub-committee of the 
corporation committee reported it as such 
to the latter. It was not thought by the 
solons on the committee to be in their 
province to say whether the bill was un- 
constitutional or not, but to let that be de- 
cided by the supreme court. 

The residents who want the incorporation 
to be effective are afraid that the 1esi- 
dents who are opposed to incorporation will 
file a bill to enjoin the charter from be- 
coming operative. 

Judge R. T. Dorsey, in his argument be- 
fore the committee, stated that the enact- 
ment of the charter by the legislature was 
clearly illegal and unconstitutional; the law 
of Georgia provides that any community 
in the state to be incorporated must se- 
cure its charter from the superior court 
of the county in which the community is 
located. Under this law the community of 
Edgewood should be incorporated by the 
superior court of DeKalb county.

The Atlanta Home Insurance Company 
will have to pay the regular rate of taxa- 
tion on its capital stock unless it finds some 
relief outside of the municipal authorities, 

The finance committee of the city council, 
which has had thegmatter of tax exemption 
of this company under consideration for 
some time, held a special session at 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon and decided 
that the committee had no jurisdiction in 
the matter. A corresponding report was 
made to council an hour later and the re- 
port was filed. 

This means fhat the veto of Mayor Collier 
will be sustained, and that the tax collec- 
tor will proceed to collect the taxes for 
two years past from the Atlanta Home In- 
surance Company. It is estimated that the 
amount-due the city from this company is 
in the neighborhood of $7,500. 

This tax fight has not only been one of 
great importance on account of the prece- 
dent involved, but also one of the hardest 
of the present municipal year. The offi- 
cials of the Atlanta Home have contended 
all along their capital stock was not liable 
to municipal taxation when they paid tax- 
es on their real estate and their premiums 
to the city, county and state. 

The city officials have claimed that the 
company is as liable as any other corpora- 
tion in Atlanta. The matter was brought 
to the attention of the tax committee rear- 
ly a year ago, when Mr. Joel Hurt, repre- 
senting the Atlanta Home, appeared b-fore 
the body and asked that his capital stcck 
be exempted. He based his claim cen a

Resolved, further, That the mayor and 
general council attend the funeral set- 
vices in a body. 

The odsequies to be held at Oakland this 
morning will close the final chapter of a 
life story that reads like fiction. Mr. Nor- 
cross’s rise to wealth and infinence was a 
struggle marked by vicissitudes and mis- 
fortune as well as triumphs—a story typi- 
cal of America. He began life a poor boy 
and carved out his own destiny unaided 
and undesirous of aid. He left his boyhood 
home in Maine and went to Cuba at a 
very early age to follow his trade of mill- 
wright.

From North Car- 
olina he came to Georgia and settled in

THE CURF OF OBESITY. 


The Prop«r Diet That Will Aid in Re- 
ducing Excessive Corpulence. 


From The American Queen. 

Fats, oil, starch and sugar are the prin- 
cipal carbonaceous foods that furnish us 
with animal heat and also avoirdupois, 


which in excess is corpulence. 

It has been found that for the average 
person from fourteen to twenty ounces of 
earbonaceous food, together with the re- 
quisite amount of nitrogenous matter, ac- 
cording to the season, is sufficient to keep 
up the normal health. When less is sup- 
plied, or in sickness, when food cannot be 
digested, the balance 1s withdrawn from 
the fatty accumulations under the skin. 
Therefore, if one wishes to reduce one’s 
weight—and most people can regulate their 
own—observe that the amount of carbon- 
aceous food consumed during the day is 
less than from fourteen to twenty ounces, 
and that no article of food contains more 
than its due proportion of carbonaceous 
matter. For, of course, all carbonaceous 
foods, do not contain the same amount of 
carbon. Fats and oils, having in them no 
water, contain two and one-half times 
more carbon than starch and sugar, which 
are largely composed of water. 

If you have reached an average weight 
and wish to retain it, apportion your food 
supply so that the fourteen to twenty 
ounces of carbonaceous matter (rice, buck- 
wheat, oatmeal, pork and meat) is consum- 
ed daily, together with the proper propor- 
tion of nitrogenous food, five ounces of 
which shoukt be apportioned to twenty 
ounces of carbonaceous matter. 
list of foods containing nitrogenous matter 
in large quantities is as follows: Cheese, 
beans, peas, lean meats, fisshh, green vege- 
tables and fruit.

Queer Method of Analysis. ;

VISITS THE FORT 


Assistant Surgeon General in the City 
on a Tour of Inspection. 


PLEASED WITH THE POST 


First Official Inspection of the Hospit- 
als During the Present Year. 


THIS OFFICIAL GOES ABROAD SOON 


Colonel Greenleaf Will Conclude His 
Investigaticn This Morning and 
Will Leave Tonight. 


Colonel Charles R, Greenleaf, assistant 
surgeon géneral of the United States army, 
is in the city for the purpose of inspecting 
the hospitals at Fort McPherson. 

‘Colonel Greenleaf reached Atlanta early 
yesterday morning in company with aids 
from Savannah and is on a regular cour 
of inspection that will carry him to all the 
army camps in the south, 

At Fort McPherson the assistant surgecn 
general spent the greater part of the Cay 
yesterday making a round of the yarious 
wards and carefully inspecting the sanitary 
condition of the grounds,, ard it is under- 
stood that he has been favoraviy impressed 
with the condition of*the hosnit.is under 
the charge of Major Blair D. Tay'or. The 
work of inspection was not concluded yes- 
terday and this morning Colonel Greenleaf 


will again visit the post and continue his 
investigation. 

The books and records of the executive 
officer of the hospital have to be carefuliy 
examined, but Colonel Greenleaf is of the 
opinion that everything can be finished 
tais morning and it is his intention to leave 
for Wasnhingtor tonight. 

The assistant surgeon general, while 
pleesed with the result of his investigation 
Sv far, will make no comments for publi- 
cation until his official report has Leen 
handed in to his superior, but it fs certain 
that the report on the whole will be of a 
very favorable nature. 

Colorel Greenleaf was pleased with the 
new pavilion hospitals at the post and was 
glad to find them so near compietion. It is 
probable that they will be ready for occu- 
pancy in the course of the next two weeks 
and certainly before the first of the year. 

The official found over thr2e hundred pa- 
tients in the wards of the hospitals nearly 
all of them having arrived during the week 
jvst past from the hospitals of the Seventh 
army corps at Savannah, and from this 
sourse another hospital train with patients 
is expected at the post in the next tew 
days. 

In company with Major Taylor, Colonel 
Greenleaf made a tour of the wards yes- 
terday morning and spent some time in 
studying the diets of the patients and con- 
valescents. The water and milk supply cf 
the post came in for a good part of the in- 
vestigation. In the afternoon he cc: tinued 
the work without the aid vf the ma‘er 
surgeon. 

Tne inspection of the assistant surgeon 
general is a regular one and in ihe course 
of the next few weeks surgeons will be 
sent to all the army posts in the south 
to make reports on the conduct of the 
hospitals. Colonel Greenleaf, in speaking 
of the system of {investigation being ccn- 
duced by the government, said yesterday: 

“Not only the jhospitals «2 the army in 
this country will come in for a lose and 
minute inspection, Lut the camps of the 
army in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines will be subjected to a close serutiny 
and much good should result in this way 
to the conduct of the nospitals in these 
countries. 

“Leaving Atlanta I will go to Wuashirg- 
ton and then in all probanility to Cuha; 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, while other 
army Officers are making inspections of 
British and French hospitals in the 
tropics.” 

The inspection of the hospitals at Fort 
McPherson is the first regular inspection 
of the year, although at different times 
the post has been visited by distinguished 
members of the medical corps of the army. 
The recent visit of the secretary of war 
and the surgeon general to Fort MePhner- 
50n was oniy of a sem!-official nature, but 
both officials were highly pleased with the 
work of Major Taylor and the officers un- 
der him. 

The breaking up of the Seventh eorps at 
Savannah means that all patients in the 
temporary hospitals at that place are to he 
sent to other hospitals throughout the 
south, and the fact that the greater nurr- 
ber of the patients nave alresdy heen fcr- 
warded to Fort McPherson jinsftad of other 
hospitals in the soutn is a eompliment not 
only to the excellent sanitary conditions of 
the post, but for the good work ofthe sur- 
geons in charge. 

Today Colonel G Greenleaf will continue his 
inspection of the post, and while the ex- 
amination goes on the work of the differ- 
ent departments of the hospitals continues 
as usual.

have been found, not by hundreds or thous- 
ands, but by bushels—large numbers of 
them approaching or even exceeding 
size a hazel nut. 

How such enormous stores of them were 
gathered is a problem not easily solved. 
The pearls were certainly 
a species of mussel called the ‘unio, 
Which is still found in great abundance in 
many of the streams of this country; but 
in those days the sheilfish in question must 
have been far more plentiful than now. No 
more beautiful pearls exist in nature than 
those yielded by the unio, and the collee- 
tions described must have been magnificent 
indeed in the period of their glory. Unfor- 
tunately theim- have “een ruined by 
decay due to long burial, though an occa- 
sional specimen reveals sometning of its 
pristine ‘beauty when its outer layers are 
peeled off. ' 

In the famous Effigy mound, near Chilli- 
cothe, O., was found more than a gallon 
of pe arls, with two skeletons.. All had been 
drilied with holes, made with heated copper 
wire. This drilling was undoubtedly for the 
purpose of attaching them to clothing or 
belts, as illustrated by the fact that 400 or 
500 had been sewed originally upon a shirt 
worn. by one of the skeletons. In other 
places in the same region more than forty 
bears” teeth with pearls set in them were 
diseovered. From mound in the Little 
Miami valley Professor F .W. Putnam ob- 
tained over 60,000 pearls (nearly two bush- 
els), drilled and undrilled. Two oti de- 
posits yielded uwpward of 100,00 pearls.

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to the possession 
of great stores of pearts by the early abo- 
rigines of this country is afforded by 
the Writings of the first explorers of the 
new world. The attention of Columbus 
and other Spanish discovers 
ed to the matter, and a story 
bearing on the same subject is told by 
followers of De Soto, who came upon an 
Indian town near what is now Tampa Bay.

LIVERPOOL STRENGTH FACTOR 


Corn Was Firm and Higher—Oats 
Sympathized with 
_ Corn. 


Chicago, December !8.—Wheat was strong 
all day today and ciosed at an advance of 
%c over Saturday’s*final price. Strong Ca- 
bies, smaller worid’s shipments, unfavorable 
weather and a large cash business Kept 
shorts on the anxious seat. Corn closed 4c 
higher and oats %c higher. Provisions are 
practically unchanged. 

With pienty of bull news to encourage 
buying, wheat started strong and at good 
demand at advance of 5-8@%c, May at big 
@t7 5-sc. A few fair sized iots were dis- 
posed of almost immediately at 67%c. The 
big factor was the strength at Liverpool. 
‘he wheat market, considering the weak- 
ness developed in the Chicago market Sat- 
urday, showed a somewhat surprising de- 
gree of firmness, advances ranging trom % 
io 5-8d. Accompanying t#ie Liverpool quota- 
tions were reports of continued Frains in 
Argentina. Later on came estimates of the 
exportable surplus of that country, plac- 
ing the amount at but-30,000,000 bushels and 
Saying that the quality would be poor. Gen- 
eral rains were also reported in the winter 
wheat belt of this country. World’s ship- 
ments showed a marked failing off from last 
week, the total being placed at 7,397,000. The 
opening advance provoked a lot of realiz- 
ing, and under this the market eased off 
to ofc, where it held for some time. About 
11 o’ciovck the market weakened on the enor- 
mous increase in stocks at Buffalo. lt caus- 
ed a complete overturning of the calcula- 
tions as to the visible supply. As a result 
of this the visible increase was placed at 
3,821,000 bushels, a small decrease having 
been looked for. Abreak to 67¥4@67%c oc- 
curred in consequence. But before noon the 
market had again turned strong and re- 
mained so for the balance of the session. 
‘oward the close the market was helped by 
the excellent local cash business, sales of 
20,000 bushels, all rail shipment, being re- 
ported. A good deal of the early realizing 
and short selling was caused by. the heavy 
northwest receipts—1,495 cars compared with 
1,462 last week and 995 a year ago. Chicago 
receipts were 241 cars, 27 of whicn were con- 
tract grade. The seaboard reported engage- 
ments ot 33 loads. Rumors that the visible 
figures were incorrect also helped later in 
the session. May rallied to 67% @t7 7-8c and 
closed at 671¢@67 5-8ec. 

Wet weather was the principal influence in 
corn, That market, though not very active, 
Muled firm and higher all day. Commission 
houses were good buyers. The selling was 
mainly by scalpers and against ¢alls. The 
strength of wheat and firm cables helped, 
Receipts were liberal at 835 cars. May rang- 
ed from 35% to 36 3-8@35lgc, closing \%c higher

Oats. were firm and slightly higher, prin- 
cipally in sympathy with corn.

Felt We Are Entering Upon Extraordi- 
nary End of National Prosperity. 
Henry Clews & Co.'s Special Circular 

Letter, 

New York, December 17.—In our last ad- 
vices we intimated that although Decem- 
ber is usually a month of contracted oper- 
ations, yet tne anticipation of a boom in 
January is now so confident and general 
that it would not be surprising if, "s we 
approach the end of the month there 
Should be considerable buying, anticipatory 
Of the expected January rise. That sug- 
gestion seems to have been acted upon by 
numerous operators during the past week. 
Contrary to the expectation of many, there 
has been a very marked spurt in buying 
and the transactions on the exchange have 
risen to a volume rarely, if ever, reached 
in the closing month og the year. It has 
been attended with a material rise in 
prices; but with some notable exceptions 
to that rule. On some. stocks the improved 
prices have brought out realizing; but 
whether by bona fide sellers, or by buyers 
who want to keep down prices in order to 
fill their lines, is not entirely apparent. 
From this cause, the market has been 
‘“spotty’’—strong, as a rule, and weak on 
certain exeeptional lines. 

There can be Mo question that there is a 
general feeling that the disbursement of 
investment earnings next month ought to 
be unusually large, and that, in the ab- 
sence of any imposing new creations of 
corporate capital, the demand for the re- 
investment of dividend and interest will 
be unusually important. This feeling is 
not confined to the fixed speculative ele- 
ment of Wail street. It seems: to have 
reached the outside public ag well. Froma 
variety of indications appearing on the 
surface of business, it appears to have 
got into the heads of outside observers 
that we are drifting into a great financial 
and commercial boom, which will have an 
important effect in stimulating a rise in 
securities. The question is not so much as 
to what good reason there may be for such 
an expectation, as what effect the cher- 
ishing of it is likely to have upon the spec- 
ulative element. I do not undertake to 
prophesy on this matter; but if this feeling 
does not result in an active speculative 
campaign, tt can only be because the pub- 
lic have become much more cautious and 
conservative than they have been accus- 
tomed to be. The public imagination is 
not merely affected by the evidences of re- 
turning business activity; it is becoming 
actuated. more and more by a= i feel- 
ing ~ that we are entering upon an ex- 
traordinary era ‘of national prosperity. 
The remarkable expansion of our exports, 
shown in a valuation of $130,000,000 for No- 
vember—by far the largest in. the records 
of the nation—is linked with the prospects 
suggested by the policy of external expan- 
sion; and a great national hope is the re- 
sult, which appeals to the public imagina- 
tion and predisposes those who have means 
awaiting employment tto participate in 
movements which look to a rise in values 
and an inerease of activity in {industrial 
and transportation corporations. It is un- 
deniabie that a feeling of this kind is 
steadily taking possession of the public 
mind: and it is not apparent what influ- 
ences are at hand to arrest its growth. 
It is not impossible that it may widen into 
an unreasonable expansion of speculation. 
Such results very frequently follow national 
victories, and especially when they bring 
annexations of territory and open up new 
fields for commercial enterprise. There 
have been past periods when such cond!- 
tions as now exist would have developed 
speculation in its wildest forms; but the 
experience of the last five years has taught 
our people much practical wisdom, and 
that fact may be expected to exert some 
restraining influence. But making all al- 
lowance ‘for conservative restraints, it 
must be admitted that, viewed as a whole, 
the present condition of the United States 
is one that tends toward the development 
of a speculative period of steadily ex- 
panding importance, 

The situation is attended with a grow- 
ing realization of the magnitude of the 
national production, wealth and interna- 
tional significance. Reflect‘ng men sce 
that, ten years hence, we shall be a na- 
tion wf 100,000,000 people, surpassing ali 
other countries in wealth and international 


importance. Jiitherty, they. “dave not 


we eee 


dreamed of what the United States is to 
the rest of the world. and now that their 
€yes are open to the inevitable expansion 
of our commerce ond power, a great hope 
is inspiring the public consciousness. This 
new inspiration must henceforth be a great 
impulsive foree behind the industry and 
the wealth of the country, and its effect 
can hardly fall anything short of a great 
bound in national enterprise. At the mo- 
ment, we are only in the beginnings of 
this national) awakening, and any extraor- 
dinary. manifestation of the speculative 
spirit is therefore perhaps not to be ¢x- 
pected as an immedigfe result, These fac- 
tors, however, may be expected to consti- 
tute a ‘“‘bull’’ element in the securities mar- 
ket, giving it permanent strength and 
pushing it steadily toward a great specu- 
lative culmination. I look for an exhibi- 
tion of the effects of this tendency with 
the opening of the new year, How far it 
may affect prices, I will not venture to in- 
dicate, 

The effect of the American-Spanish war 
is gcing to be- further reaching than even 
dreamers of America’s destiny have ever 
pictured. It will in the end Jead to a ccom- 
mercial revolution amongst nations. As a 
result of the war we have gained the Phil- 
ippine islands and thereby made the Pa- 
cific ocean of vastly more importance to 
us than it otherwise could have been. It 
gives us a front door entrance to China and 
Asia for the distribution of our products 
and manufactured goods which in time 
will be superior to that of our European 
competitors. Our great railroads now cen- 
ter at Chicago, which place has been made 
important through its connection with the 
lakes. The lakes and tle railroads to- 
gether have developed almost abnormally 
only certain localities of this country, 
whereas, the next great developments wiil 
not be where the lakes are located, but 
will be between ocean and ocean—from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific—which will make 
the railroads that span that territory the 
great highways of the world. The re- 
sult of the war must force the building 
of the Panama and Nicaragua canals in 
the interests of this country, and when 
completed they will make: the Caribbean 
sea the rendezvous of the world’s com- 
merce, as they wil) furnish by far the 
nearest and G@heapest mode of transpor- 
tation to supply the 800,000,000 of people 
at the eastern side of the Pacific. The At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans and the Carib- 
bean sea together are going to be more 
important in our future progress of de- 
velopment than can be imagined by the 
most enthusiastic.

Press: The friends of cotton met with re- 
verses today. Contrary to expectations, fu- 
‘tures at Liverpool were off quite sharply 
and spot further eased off -1-32d, while 
the crop movement showed a surprising 
volume, taking into consideration the re- 
cent bad weather. The opening was bare- 
ly steady with prices 2 points lower to 1 
point higher. Except for an occasional 
slight rally on covering for profits by less 
confident shorts the tendency of prices was 
steadily downward with light liquidation 
and selling for southern an@ foreign ac- 
count prominent features. Some of the 
stronger bears directed their efforts against 
January, March and May deliveries, which 
ledvin the decline. The late market was 
adversely influenced by official estimates 
for another heavy movement at both the 
ports and interior towns tomorrow and 
claims that the English market would open 
weak. Important drawbacks to the accu- 
mulation of heavy short interests were re- 
ports of continued strength and activity 
in southern spot arkets, increased de- 
mand and advancing prices in New Eng- 
land print cloths market, as well as the 
dry goods trade generally, the official re- 
ports of wet weather pretty much over the 
entire cotton belt. The bull faction de- 
rived some comfort from the fact that Wall 
street held firmly to recent purchases and 
bought quietly all through the decline. Re- 
liable parties at Liverpool ascrived the 
weakness in that market to estimates tor 
heavy receipts in the south A summary 
of dispatches from the south developed the 
fact that sentiment was bullishly inclined, 
largely on account of the feverishness of 
American spinners and exporters te secure 
the medium grades of spot cotton, !n some 
instances almost regardless of price. The 
heavy purchases of the latter class of buy- 
ers promised to result in enormous clear- 
ances, which already have been of such 
proportions as to cause considerable ccm- 
ment. After a brief flurry of activity at 
the elose, during which prices sagged, the 
market finished the day eteady in tone at 
a net loss of 3 to 7 points.

The city solons of the council of 1898 met 


for their last regular session yesterday af-. 


ternoon. They will meet again Monday 
week, but very little business of any im- 


portance will be transacted. That night 
“the new council will be organized, Mayor 
Woodward will read his address and ap- 
point his committees. The session yester- 
day lasted two hours. Mayor Pro Tem. 
Dimmock was in the chair. 

Chief among-the topics considered was 
the resignation of Dr. James F. Alexander 
as @ member of the board of health. The 
announcement was greeted with much sin- 
cere regret, for Dr. Alexander has made 
the city a most valuable servant. He has 
been connected with the board for twelve 
years, and now occupies the responsible 
position of president. His reason for re- 
signing is set forth in the following com- 
munication, which was read before the 
council yesterday afternoon:

Council did rot elect a successor yester- 

day, as the term of Dr. Alexander would 
have expired the first of the year. The 
new council, therefore, will elect his suc- 
cessor at its first meeting Monday week. 
There will doubtless be a number of can- 
didates. Tihere is much speculation as to 
who will be chosen for the presidency of 
the board. Judge Dorsey, who has been a 
member by reason of his chairmanship of 
the sanitary’committee of council, also re- 
tires this year, and his successor will be 
the next chairman of the sanitary com- 
mittee. 


Water Commissioners Elected. 


Messrs. Litt Bloodworth, Jr., from the 
third ward, and Howell Erwin, from the 
fourth ward, were unanimously elected on 
the water board for the terms of three 
years. Mr. Bloodworth*succeeds Mr. J. A. 
Fischer, whose term had expired. Mr. 
Erwin succeeded himself. Mr. J. A. Hunt, 
who was once in the race against Mr. Ir- 
win, withdrew, and was not nominated. 

The ordinance committee reported fa-

Lumpkin requiring all physicians to make 
certain reports to the board of health: in

An effort was made to have all funds 
unexpended in the municipal treasury 
placed in the contingent fund. Councilman 
Peters introduced a resolution to this effect, 
but exempted the fund set aside for the 
viaduct. Councilman Lumpkin amended 
by setting aside the unexpended balance 
for the third ward engine house, and the 
amendment was adopted. When council 
voted on the original resolution as amend- 
ed, however, it was lost by a good vote. 

Committee on Federal Prison. 

Mayor Collier sent a communication to 
council asking that a committee be ap- 
pointed to confer with Attorney General 
Griggs, who will be here in January, rela- 
tive to the location of the new federal 
prison in Atlanta. General Griggs has writ- 


| 


ten a letter to Mayor Collier, which was 
published in The Constitution several days 
ago, setting forth the requirements of the 
prison site. The committee, to consist of 
five members who hold their seats next 
year, will be named before the next meet- 
ing of council. 

Resolutions were adopted allowing the 
Atlanta Railway Company to change the 
route of its proposed west side line so as to 
run on Fair street and Greensferry ave- 
nue. The report of the electric railway 
committee prescribing the kind of rail to 
be laid by this company was adopted. The 
company was given authority to double- 
track its line on Mitchell street. 

The ordinance creating a sinking fund 
commission was referred to the finance 
committee of 1899. An effort was made to 
have this commission estabiished by an 
act of the legislature. This failed, and it 
is said a movement is on foot to have coun- 
cil establish the commission. The matter 
will be brought up the early part of next 
year. - 

Number of Bonds Issued. 

An ordinance was adopted making the re- 
cent issue of bonds 275 instead of 300, as 
was originally planned. The amount above 
par received for the bonds amounted to 
the sum needed by the city, and hence it 
was found that an issue of $300,000 was 
unnecessary. 

The returns of the recent municipal elec- 
tion were consolidated an@ the successful 
candidates declared elected by resolution. 

The ordinance of Councilman Hammond 
repealing the ordinance requiring manufac- 
turers and others to place consumers on 
their boilers was tabled. At the last ses- 
sion an ordinance was adopted giving the 
amenable ones until next June to comply 
with the law. 

A communication read from Major W. S&S. 
Kendrick, who was given a leave of ab- 
sence to enter the army, announced that 
he was ready to report for duty on the 
police board. ms 

An ordinance from the street committee 
giving residents on Washington street, be- 
tween Hunter and Woodward avenue, thir- 
ty days in which to lay new sidewalks 
where needed was adopted.

SPIES AND THEIR WORK: 


Do Their Duty and Some Not Half 
Bad Fellows. 
From The Buenos Ayres Herald, 

Spy is an ugly word, but according to 
Lieutenant Colonel W. N. Klendowsky, of 
the Russian imperial general staff, the men 
and women who engage in the business of 
spying are not “half bad.’’ Business? Yes. 
Kliendowsky’s book on §$pies, about to be 
issued in France, bluntly states that mili- 
tary and political authorities the world 
over look upon espionage as a recognized 
‘profession. ‘‘Without espionage their work 
would be sadly lacking in direct purpose,”’ 
says the author, and continues: 

“Spies, or, as they are politely desig- 
nated, secret agents, are no less a neces- 
sity in times of peace than in war. If it 
were not for spies one country would know 
very little about the mobilization of an- 
other, about onward movements to the 
frontiers, about the spirit of foreign troops 
and the intentions of the commanding gen- 
erals. 

“The employment of spies is usually en- 
trusted to a high officer of long and honor- 
able standing. Above all, he must try to 
find out whether the persons offering their 
services are in financial straits or want to 
become spies to satisfy envy, hatred or 
politica],ambition. The first are liable to 
sell themselves to. the highest bidder 
among the powens; those in the other eate- 
gory are always liable to alter their minds 
sooner or later, and when they do so it is 
usually to the detriment of the government 
which engaged them. 

“A spy, to be useful, must be a good ac- 
tor, must ‘be courageous, a linguist, well 
versed in technica] science, always on the 
alert, true to his master.» Women make 
excellent spies; honest women as well as 
bad women. With many female spies the 
minister of war deals directly, sending 
them out on precSrious business. Others 
are sples without. kuewing it. We employ 
SOme g00od lookiug-chaps to make love to 
them and ascertain their husbands’ official 
secrets. A foreign military person in active 
service makes an ideal spy. If I were min- 
ister of war I would not hesitate to pay a 
million of roubles to a foreign general staff 
Officer who consented to betray his country. 

“Above ail, pay your spies well. Fred- 
erick the Great used to say a fellow who 
risks his head for your sake ought to be 
well treated. In the late war with Ger- 
many the French chose to disregard this 
axiom, with disastrous results. It was 
shown at Bazaine’s trial that this marshal 
paid dispatch carriers, who had passed 
through the enemy’s lines, from four to

twenty francs for their services. That was 
bad business.’’

The addition to be erected is to cost not 
more than $100,000. This is the maximum 
figure that the buildint is to cost, and the 
commissioners will make the amount 
much smaller as possible. All must 
be less than the maximum, and the small- 
est bidder who conforms to the specifica- 
tions will probably be awarded the con- 
tract, 

It is probable that some other business 
will be taken up at the meeting of the 
commissioners, but the opening of the bids 
will require much time. This wiil be the 
last meeting held in 1898. At the next meet- 
ing the new commissioner elected at the 
last election will take his seat. He is Dr. 
B. F. Walker, and will succeed Mr. Jack 
Spalding, who retires. 

The new addition 
will be a very handsome building. It 
give the much-needed office and courtroom 
space that has been sought for by the 
county officials for a long time. The build- 
ing will front on Pryor street and connect 
with the south side of the courthouse by 
means of a small bridge. There will be 
four stories and the material used in the 
walls of the structure will be brick. 

The plans and specifications were pre- 
pared by Superintendent of Construction 
Grant Wilkins. Many requests lave been 
received for a copy of the specifications, 
and plans from prospective bidders. 

The clerk’s and sheriff's offices will be 
moved into the new structure, and all the 
courtrooms will probably be there. Addi- 
tional room will be given to the ordinary 
and other officers requiring more space,

TAX BOOKS HAVE 
CLOSED FOR 1898 


Many People Paid Their Taxes Yesterday 
Afternoon. 


OFFICE CROWDED FOR HOURS 


Was Busy Day for Officials and Much 
Money Was Handled. 


WILL BE FEWER DEFAULTERS THAN IN 1897 


Tex Returns Increase and Amount of 
Taxes ls Larger Than in Many 
Years. 


The tax books for the state and county 
closed yesterday afternoon at 6 o'clock. 
The largest crowd that has been in Tax 
Collector Stewart's office in a long time was 
there yesterday and it was a continual 
rush during the day, from early in ihe 
morning to the close of the books last 
night.

It is stated that from the number of peo- 
ple who paid their taxes within the past 
week, there will be fewer défaulters this 
year than for many years. previous, and 
the indications are that the taxes fcr the 
year 1898 are now nearly gil pail. Tiere is 
always a smal] number Cf pers)1s5 Wits are 
unable to pay their yearly amount inty the 
treasuries, but that number will be smaller 
this year than previously. 

This is said to be due to the splendid 
outlook for real estate for 1899. Property 
values are advancing and the demand for 
real esiate is expected during the next 
year to be greater than it was during the 
past year. 

Over $50,000 was taken in at Mt. Stewart’s 
office during the day. Thirty thousand dol- 
lars was received on Saturday. The totai 
amoent of taxes for the year wili Le con- 
siderable more than for 1897. The returns 
were a million over the figures for the pre- 
vious year. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday azternoon a iine 
began to form in front of the windows be- 
hind which stood Mr. Sewart’s clerk rec:iv- 
ing the state and county's revenue, and as 
the hour for closing the books drew nearer 
the line grew in length. Many people stood 
for hours waiting their turn. Four clerks 
and a cashier were required to wait on 
the crowd. 

At 5 o’clock, the time for closing, there 
were many people still waiting to pay and 
it was after 6 o’clock before the last cf the 
tax payers had paid their taxes and the 
books closed for the year.
